cumbersome, and in some cases. impossible, by our 
own governor, William Donald Schaefer 

Some three weeks ago, our flamboyant leader 
reached the epitome of irrationality when he invoked 
a gag order on all state emplovees, prohibiting them 
from speaking to all news media aa well ar to state 
senators and delegates A- atated in a memorandum to 
all county health officers from the office of Nelson J 
Sabatini, secretary of the Department of Health and 
Mental Hvmene. the governor's ban on talking to the 
press and state senators and delegates does apply to all 
local health department employees who are state 
employees and contractual employees in the state 
system there should be no contact, either by phone, 
in person, or at meetings, such as advisory boards.” 
The same applies to all other state employees 

The governor's office prefers to call it a “directive” 
that is intended to make sure correct information is 
released to the media and to reduce duplication of 
information However, this “directive” is greatly 
hampering and delaying news coverage efforts by the 
media 

In our office this week, even routine information 
that has always heen cheerfully provided by local state 
offices and employees waa simply unavailable DNR 
rangers. for example. whom we contacted for totally 
benign, non-controversial information, would not speak 
to us about anything Doing so would have literally put 
their jobe on the lhne An employee from another state 
agency even refused to spell his name for us, because 
he was making the call for his boss who was, according 
to the governor's directive, supposed to make the call, 
but was too busy. 

The governor's han was evidently accompanied by a 
real threat of termination, because there is major 
paranoia among all ranks of state employees. One 
group of about 100 emplovees was told by their 
supervisor, “You're not to talk to anyone about 
anything Not statistics, not anything. If you do, you'll 
he fired If vou explain whv vou can't talk, vou'll be 
fired ” 

The governor makes no bones about his disdain of 
the media. so we can only assume that part of his 
intent here was to hurt us. His “directive” is indeed 
making it difficult for us to collect information, but it 
has also provided great fodder for editomal columns 
throughout the state Which - the governor or the 
media - do you believe will be hurt the most by this? 

We also suspect that -uch a directive is downmght 
unconstitutional. Surely no one, including the 
governor, can order -tate employee to refrain from 
speaking to their own elected state representatives’ 
The whole idea 1s ludicrous 

The expense of this fiasco should also be considered 
If it 1a in fact an effort at streamlining the flow of 
news, it is failing miserably The loss of time and 
efficiency, as well aa the extra expense for millions of 
additional telephone calls and paperwork, must he 
staggering Meanwhile, our state's treasury is sinking 
deeper and deeper into the red 


We are willing to give Governor Schaeter the benefit 
of the doubt and believe that this whole thing was 
based on gnod intentions and is just a gross mis- 
understanding if he ts willing to revoke his directive

The Garrett County 
Health Department an 
nounces that it will sponsor 
4 safety belt program en 
titled “Strap and Snap ” 

Cody Godman, president 
of the Safety Council of 
Maryland, will present his 
popular message on Tues- 
day, July 28, at9.a.m., and 
again at 10:30 am, in the 
health department Assem- 
bly Room 

Rex Archer, MD, MPH, 
health officer, reports that 
the program is free, and 
open to county residents, 
but that reservations are 
required. 

“This dynamic presen- 
tation is part of our con- 
tinuing effort to increase 
public awareness of the im- 
portance of wearing safety 
belts. Nearly one-half of fa 
tal and disabling injures 
could be prevented by wear 
ing safety belts,” Dr. Ar- 
cher stated 

Recent observational 
studies conducted at five 
separate points in the 
county indicate that the 
compliance rate is below the 
state average of 70 percent. 
“Community programs of 
safety belt awareness and 
education are underway at 
the health department and 
hospital, and plans are be- 
ing made to deliver the 
buckle-up message at the 
county fair and a local 
bank,” Archer said 

The “Strap and Snap” 
program is being targeted 
at businesses and organiza- 
tions that have employees 
who drive regularly in their 
work. Such agencies are 


being urged to send repre- 
sentatives to this training 
session, and may choose to 
schedule a future seminar 
for their own employees 
“But the program can be 
enjoyed by all,” Archer said 

In addition to Godman’s 
presentation, a film will be 
shown entitled “It'll Never 
Happen To Me.” Myths such 
as “It's better to be thrown 
clear of the crash,” and “I 
don't need them at low 
speeds or on short trips,” 
will also be addressed

Continued from Page A-1 
several different agencies, 
thereby helping to reduce 
the amount of paperwork 
involved. 

News sources around the 
state (and locally), however, 
have reportedly experienced 
a significant amount of diffi- 
culty in obtaining even the 
most routine information 
from state employees they 
regularly rely on to furnish 
them with newsworthy infor- 
mation 

Although District 1-A 
Delegate George C. Edwards 
told The Republican that he 
has not received official 
notification of the directive, 
he has reacted to news re- 
ports and information for- 
warded to him by state em- 
ployees about the directive 
by stating, “It’s ridiculous.” 
He explained that he could 
understand the governor 
asking his cabinet members

to clear news releases with 
his office, but felt the direc- 
tive (as interpreted) inter- 
feres with the rights of most 
state employees and constit- 
uents of local legislators. 

‘We were elected to an- 
swer directly to our constitu- 
ents,” said Edwards. 

Officials and employees 
from several other state 
departments have reportedly 
interpreted the directive as a 
ban on communication as 
well. 

In Garrett County, the 
reporting staff of The Repub- 
lican newspaper has experi- 
enced, first-hand, an unusual 
level of difficulty in obtain- 
ing routine information from 
state employees who, for the 
most part, have directed 
media questions to a supervi- 
sor. In several cases, infor- 
mation from those supervi- 
sors was not forthcoming for 
two or three days and, in 
some cases, not at all.

Continued from Page A-1 
seizure warant. At the time 
of the arrest, narcotics 
officers found two suspected 
marijuana cigarette butts in 
the glove compartment of 
Weeks’s car. 

At a sentence revision 
hearing, Kenneth W 
Hawkins, 25, Oakland, had 
all his jail time suspended 
except for time already 
served. At March court 
proceedings he had been 
found guilty of a fourth- 
degree sex offense and was 
handed a one-year jail term 
(six months was suspended), 
fined $100, and placed on 
one year of supervised 
probation 

Hawkins had initially 


been charged by police after 
an investigation revealed 
that he had engaged in sexu- 
al intercourse with a 15- 
year-old female 

A motion to revise the 
sentence of Brian P. Brenne- 

man, 30, Grantsville, was 
denied by Judge Turney 
because the defendant failed 
to appear in court. 

Brenneman had been 
found guilty of a fourth- 
degree sex offense in October 
1991 court proceedings. At 
that time, he was handed a 
one-year suspended jail term, 
fined $100, and placed on 
one year of supervised proba- 
tion 

Brenneman had been 
charged with the sex count 
when he reportedly sexually 
assaulted a 16-year-old fe- 
male at his residence on 
March 4, 1991. 

Philip R. Wilburn, 21, 
Grantsville, was sentenced 
last week after he had been 
found guilty of making a 
false statement to police. A 
pre-sentence investigation 
had been ordered on April 
28. 

Wilburn was sentenced to 
a six-month suspended jail 
term, fined $50, and placed 
on two years of supervised 
probation. 

Richard E. Gentry Jr., 19, 
Baltimore, was found guilty 
of breaking and entering and 
was sentenced to 18 months 
in jail, (12 months suspend- 
ed), fined $50, and placed on 
24 months of supervised 
probation. He was also or- 
dered to pay restitution of 
$450 to Linda and Charles 
Merrick. 

Gentry reportedly broke 
into the trailer of the Mer- 
ricks on April 15.

ly 150 yards downstream on 
a rock. All three persons 
were transported to Garrett 
County Memorial Hospital 
where they were treated for 
exposure and exhaustion and 
later released 

"The efforts of all three of 
those people were heroic,” 
Yoder said. "They did every- 
thing they possibly could to 
save her. I can’t emphasize 
that enough.” He also com- 
mended the quick response 
by the park rangers and all 
volunteers. 

The family of the child 
was notified that afternoon 
after Yoder spoke with the 
Fresh Air Fund in New York 
City. The organization in 
turn notified the police de- 
partment, and officers went 
to the child’s home to inform 
the mother of the accident. 
Yoder said a list of the 
mother’s friends was also 
obtained and several other 
people were notified of the 
tragedy so that they could 
offer support to the family. 

DNR park rangers, the 
Maryland State Police Mede- 
vac helicopter, volunteer fire 
fighters from Oakland, Deep 
Creek, Deer Park, and 
Friendsville, and members of 
the Northern and Southern 
Garrett Rescue Squads were 
all on hand for the rescue 
effort coordinated by Rang- 
ers Roger Riley and Lisa and 
Dave Baker, which contin- 
ued at the river Thursday 
afternoon and evening with 
the 60-70 volunteers finally 
giving up at dusk. The 
search resumed at daybreak

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Friday, and two represen- 
tativee of the Freeh Air 
program, including program 
director Pam Galehouse, 
arrived in the county at 
noon 

The child’e mother, sister, 
and a family friend arrived 
at approximately 6 p.m., 
Yoder said. The mother 
asked to be taken to the 
river, and was obliged. She 
was then taken to a local 
hotel where she waited for 
further word from the sear- 
chers 

Yoder was notified at 
approximately 8 p.m. that 
the child’s body had been 
found by the kayakers a mile 
and a half downstream from 
the point of entry. 

‘We were so fortunate to 
have the help of Roger Zbel 
and Phil Coleman. It was 
getting dark Friday, and 
more storms were expected, 
so they knew this last sweep 
down the river needed to be 
absolutely thorough. That’s 
when they found her.” Yoder 
added that the river had 
receded six inches during the 
afternoon which helped the 
volunteers find the victim’s 
body. 

Because the death was 
unattended, an autopsy had 
to be performed in accor- 
dance with state laws. The 
child's body was transported 
to Baltimore early Saturday 
for the procedure, and was 
finally taken back to New 
York 

Thousands of children 
come to Maryland and sever- 
al other states every year 
through the Fresh Air Fund. 
Andrea Kotuk, spokesperson 
for the Fresh Air Fund Pub- 
lic Relations Office, stated 
that the program will “abso- 
lutely continue” despite the 
accident. 

“We are of course horribly 
stunned and saddened by 
this tragedy and are doing 
all we can to help Violet’s 
family,” she stated. "But we 
do feel that the program will 
remain strong” 

The Fresh Air program is 
over 100 years old, begun in 
1877. Approximately 16 
million New York City chil- 
dren have benefitted through 
the program, Ms. Kotuk 
said, by having the opportu- 

nity to spend “happy sum- 


mers in beautiful rural sur- 


roundings.” 

The spokesperson said 
she understood persons’ 
concern that the tragedy 
may interrupt or discontinue 
the program in Western 
Maryland, but again af- 
firmed that the program 
would endure. She praised 
the local community's efforts 
in the rescue attempt and 
also expressed gratitude to 
Yoder, who acted as the 
main contact person 
throughout the devastating 
event 

The Western Maryland 
host families gathered Satur- 
day at Rocky Gap State Park 
to conduct a memorial ser- 
vice for the child, and the 
funeral service and burial is 
scheduled for this Saturday 
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in New York, according to 
Ms. Kotuk

The current status of the 
Loch Lynn Elementary 
School was discussed by the 
education board The state 
fire marshal has warned the 
board that the school does 
not meet state safety codes 
and must either be closed in 
a year or brought up to state 
standards. In previous 
months, the board had decid- 
ed upon the installation of a 
sprinkler system at a cost of 
approximately $29,000. 


However, Ryscavage 
brought new information to 
the board members concern- 
ing the upgrading of the 
school. He explained that in 
a thorough review of the 
code violations, he and other 
supervisors had ascertained 
that the cost of bringing the 
school up to the standards 
by way of wall, door frame, 
and door replacements would 
cost in the neighborhood of 
$8,000.

Not many 
of these people would have 
scored well in correct doctrina| 
beliefs -- juat the opposite -- but 
all of them who were healad 
becuuse they trusted in this 
man -lesua, not in ideas about 
him 

I'm not saying that theology, 
cal or doctrinal beliefe are of no 
importance, but that they are 
not the moat importent factor 
in our Chriatian life. If they 
produce Chrietian living in ua, 
wonderful! But unlesa we can 
translate each of those beliefs 
into some kind of effort in faith 
it mattere little. I've known 
people who knew all the right 
doctrinal words and phrases 
but their diacipleahip seldom 
went beyond the confines of 
their braina and voices 

A GOSPEL OF GRACE 

How can you tell if doctrine 

is correct? The writer of 1 Timo 
thy bids us look at the resulta of 
that doctrine: *.. the aim of our 
charge ia love that issues from 
a pure heart and a good con 
science and sincere faith" (1:5) 
This was the writer's ownexpe 
rience. Though the writer had 
been "the foremost of sinners,” 
it was not doctrines that won 
him to the gospel of Jesus 
Christ, but the grace of God: 
the grace of our Lord over 
Nowe«l for me with thefaith end 
love that are in Christ Jesua" 
(1:14). 

Similarly, when the writer 
speaks of sinners condemned, 
he does not speak of thoae who 
believed incorrectly, but. who 
performed sinfully: *.murder- 
ers of fathers and murderers of 
mothers, for manslayere, im- 
moral persons. sodomites, kid- 
nappers, liars penurore and 
whatever else is contrary to 
sound doctrine* (1:9, 10). Some 
of these may have been quite 
confident that they had the 
“right doctrine * But concen- 
trating onour ideas about faith 
can get in the way of living that 
faith - especially when our be- 
lief syatems feed our pride and 
the arrogant ussumption that 
ours ia the vorrect one.

New Program To 
Emphasize Use 
Of Seats, Belts 


As more and more fam:- 
hes pile into their cars this 
time of year for vacations 
and various summertime 
activities, it’s particularly 
important to remember the 
necessity of using seat belts 
and car safety seats for chil- 
dren, according tothe Mary- 
land Department of Health 
and Mental Hygiene. 

In Maryland last year, 
children under 10 years of 
age were involved in over 
4,000 serious injury acci- 
dents. Nineteen of these 
children were fatally in- 
jured 

“Last year, I signed the 
Child Passenger Protection 
measure into law to accom- 
plish one thing -- to protect 
the precious lives of ourchil- 

dren,” said Governor W1l- 
lam Donald Schaefer. “It’s 
Not just the law, it’s com- 
mon sense to make sure 
your kids are properly se- 
cured while you travel. If 
you love them, you'll dot,” 
he said. 

The Child Passenger 
Protection Law requires all 
children up to age 10, de- 
pending on their weight, to 
be securely buckled into a 
car safety seat or seat belt 
while riding in a passenger 
vehicle, multi-purpose ve- 
hicle or light-duty truck 

This summer, in an ef- 
fort to reduce some of the 
deaths and disabilities from 
motor vehicle accidents, the 
Department of Health and 
Mental Hygiene (DHMH), 
and the State Highway Ad- 
Ministration (SHA) have 
joined forces with the Marv - 
land State Police and local 
law enforcement agencies 
in acooperative effort called 
“Operations Buckle Down.” 

“Operation Buckle 
Down” is a multifaceted 
project which, among other 
things, encourages police to 
enforce the occupant pro- 
tection law. The child pas- 
senger safety law 1s a pri- 


mary enforcement law 
which means parents may 
be stopped by police if they 
are seen transporting achild 
under 10 who 1s not prop- 
erly secured. Enforcement 
efforts under “Operation 
Buckle Down” have been 
beefed up throughout the 
summer months 

In Maryland, parental 
use of infant safety seats is 
about 89 percent. However, 
usage seems to drop with 
an increase in the age of the 
child. Safety seat and seat 
belt usage for toddlers and 
small children declines to 
about 83 percent for 2-year- 
olds and a low of about 61 
percent for 6-year-olds 

For those parents who 
cannot afford a car safety 
seat, the DHMH Maryland 
Kids In Safety Seats (KISS) 
program maintains a state- 
wide loaner program net- 
work. The demand for these 
seats is great, so KISS also 
encourages persons or or- 
ganizations who can to do- 
nate one or more new child 
safety seats. For more in- 
formation on the loaner pro- 
gram or to donate seats, 
peraons may call Maryland 
KISS at (410) 225-1376

Lugar said the agnicul- 
tural industry will have a 
stronger position to bargain 
from in government budget 
negotiations if the USDA 
tightensits belt He has pro- 
posed a thorough examina 
tion of USDA management 
and dion atou of resuur 
pointing out that the de 
partment was created in 
1862 when 29 percent ofthe 
population lived on farms 
and the needs ot people it 
serves are now difterent 

The solution to the farm 
credit problem forged by 
farm leaders and Congress 
several years ago is a posi- 
tive example of how to solve 
problems facing agriculture, 
Lugar said “The Farm 
Credit System was in very 
great trouble” before the 
probleniwasreselved Simi 
lar foresight by the savings 
and loan industry could 
have prevented its collapse 

‘People are yearning for 
examples of big agencies” 
dong their own policing and 
cutting back, Lugar said. 
noting that he is “an advo- 
cate for agriculture” but 
there must be better man 
agement in order tur USDA 
to have credibility 

Brookings Institute 
Scholar William Frenzel, a 
former Minnesota congress- 
man, presented his views 
on Congress He predicted 
that “almost no important 
legislation” will be passed 
in the remainder of this ses- 
sion because of the upcom- 
ing election 

The next Congress will 
have many new faces, by 
some estimates as Many as 
130 new members. Frenzel 
predicted that this change 
will not be drastic in rela- 
tion to party affiliation He 
said the Democrat-con- 
trolled House would likely 
gain a few Republicans 
while the Senate may lose a 
few ltepublicans.

By July 19, corn was 
silking and small grain har 
vest was winding down. 
Middle Maryland was dry- 
ing out, while vegetable and 
potato harvests were active 
Japanese beetles and grass 
hoppers were light to mod- 
erate oncom and many field 
crops. Insect pressure was 
also light to moderate on 
vegetables 

An average of 5.5 days 
was suitable for fieldwork 
during the week endingJuly 
19, according to the Mary- 
land Agricultural Statistics 
Service. Across the state, 
17 percent of the topsoil was 
very short of moisture, 48 
percent was short and 35 
percent had adequate mois- 
ture Subsoil moisture was 
very short in five percent of 
Maryland, 70 percent was 
short and 25 percent had 
adequate mo:sture. Condi 
tions were driest on both 
sides ofthe Bay in the middle 
of the state. Com needs ad 
equate moisture during the 
critical silking stage to pro- 
duce anormal or better har- 
vest 

Small grains were in 
good condition throughout 
the state, as harvest moved 
close to completion Pas 
tures were very poor in mid 
state but good to excellent 
elsewhere Hay supplies 
ranged from short to ad- 
equate. Soybeans and com 
were in very poor to fair 
condition on the northern 
Eastern Shore and good to 
excellent elsewhere Apple 
and peach trees were in good 
condition throughout Mary-

Payment Security Program 
Needed For Dairy Producers 


Dairy producers need a 
program to guarantee pay 
ment for their product when 
processors or handlers are 
unable to pay them, Fim 
Bureau recently told a 
House Agriculture subcum- 
mittee 

According to Wisconsin 
Farm Bureau Federation 
President Dan Poulson, who 
testified on behalf of the 
American Farm Bureau 
Federation, dairy produc 
ers have lost millions when 
processors have gone bank- 
rupt 

“Dairy farmers are tra- 
ditionally paid tor the milk 
they produce one month af- 
ter it has been received by 
the handler,” Poulson told 
the subcommittee. “This 
leaves them financially vul- 
nerable if the company that 
receives the milk exper- 
ences financial difficulty.” 

The bankruptcy of 
Finevest Foods, Inc., and 
its subsidiaries in the South- 
east illustrates the problem, 
Poulson said 

Finevest filed for Chap- 
ter 11 bankruptcy in Jack 
sonville, Fla., last year 
Among its subsidiaries were 
Land O’Sun Dairies, Inc., 
distribuwwrs of Pet brand 
milk products, and several 

other dairy processors. The 
unannounced bankruptcy 
caught Land O’Sun’s milk 
suppliers, which included 
more than 570 dairy farm- 
ers and several coopera- 
tives, by surprise. They 
were owed anestimated $14 
million for their milk 

Poulson said the absence 
of a payment security pro- 
gram meant some of those 
dairy producers received 
only 10 cents on the dollar 
as a settlement 

In a similar case in Wis- 
consin, 210 farmers who 
shipped milk to the Kasson 
cheese plant were left un- 
paid for $2.5 million worth 
of milk 

“Ithas taken three years 
for payment to producers 
and cooperatives to be made, 
with many farmers not re- 
ceiving the full value of their 
milk,” Poulson said 

He pointed out that 
dairy producers in some 
cases must wait as long as 
45 days after delivery be- 
fore being paid by milk pro-

Cessors “Part of it has to do 
with the way we finance 
and the very fact that we 
use that raw milk as collat- 
eral for a loan,” he said. 

Poulson said the lend- 
ing arrangements that ex- 
ist between banks and han- 
dlers jeopardize a dairy 
farmer's ability to get paid 
forthe milk produced, Some 
handlers use up to 30 days 
worth of milk -- which is not 
paid for and 1s therefore a 
debt -- ascollateral forloans 

“This means if a handler 
has a financial failure, the 
bank 1s positioned to be first 
to receive payment, leaving 
the farmer to turn to bank- 
ruptcy proceedings to re 
cover what he can for his 
milk,” he added. 

Poulson called for enact- 
ment of a trust provision 
“whereby at the point of 
default or the inability (of 
the processor) to pay, im- 
mediately the farmer falls 
in line to be paid for his 
delivered, and as yet un- 
paid, product.” 

Federal dairy producer 
security legislation would 
hmit the use of accounts 
payable (milk delivered but 
not paid for) as collateral by 
banks and handlers in- 
volved in such financial ar- 
rangements 

The issue also is comphi- 
cated by the fact that 38 
states have different pay- 
ment security programs, 
which provide varying cov- 
erage to producers whose 
milk is shipped across state 
lines. Legislation is needed 
to encourage uniformity 
among the states, Poulson 
said Many states with ex- 
isting programs have en- 
couraged a federal program 
such as this, since it would 
make their efforts more ef 
fective. 

Farm Bureau 1s calling 
for legislation to enact a 
producer security payment 
program patterned after the 
livestock trust provisions of 
the Packers and Stockyards 
Act. This would provide a 
priomty hen position for 
dairy producers by estab 
hshing atrust on milk prod- 
uct assets, sales and inven- 
tories, at the time a handler 
fails to make payment 

Poulson said Farm Bu- 
reau opposes creation of a

The issue has been ad- 
dressed a number of times 
in the past, but has never 
been resolved. Language to 
extend the automatic trust 
provisions provided by the 
Packers and Stockyards Act 
to dairy had been included 
in the 1990 farm bill and in 
last year’s attempt at in- 
ventory management legis- 
lation. Neither effort re- 
sulted in passage, accord- 
ing to John Keeling, an 
AFBF assistant director of 
national affairs.

Farmers, Scientists 
Exchange Information 

Scientist Dr. Douglas 
Spilkeristrading in his white 
lab coat for jeans and boots as 
part of the American Farm 
Bureau's Adopt A Scientist 
Program. Dr. Spilker will be 
spending the week of July 20- 
23 on a 700-acre farm in 
Calvert County 

The Adopt A Scientist 
Program was devaloped to 
improve communications and 
the flow of information be- 
tween scientists and farm- 
ers. The exchange program 
places leading scientists on 
farms across the United 
States and provides the host 
family anopportunity to visit 
the company’s research fa- 
cilities. The program opens a 
dialogue between scientist 
and farmer which promotes a 
better, more practical under- 
standing of one another's 
work 

The 700-acre host farm is 
owned by J. Allen and Pat 
Swann. Their family raises 
fruits, vegetables, tobacco 
and small grains. Dr. Spilker 
isa State Regulatory Affairs 
Specialist with Miles, Inc.in 
Kansas City, Mo. He has 
advanced degrees in plant 
patholugy, state and federal 
regulations and biological 
control 

The Adopt A Scientist 
Program was developed in 
1988 with eight scientist/host 
family exchangescompleted 
Last year, 23 scientists from 
eight companies completed 
the program in 16 states. 
Adopt A Scientist is a pro- 
gram of the American Farm 
Bureau Women’s Committee. 













Questions Being Answered By 
Farmers-Initiated Analysis 


Is agriculture really 
“killing the world?” That 
question clings to the fibers 
of John Charles Wilson's 
mind hke stubborn seeds 
inside a Tennessee cotton 
ball 

The Tennessee farmer 
found himself asking that 
question after reading a 
blanket indictment of agni- 
culture by Jay Hair, head of 
the National Wildlife Fed 
eration. Leaping from page 
15 of “Progressive Farmer’ 
magazine was Hair’s state- 
ment, “This big, booming 
business, agriculture, is also 
killing the world 1 mean 
that literally.” 

Wilson had heard simi- 
lar statements before, but 
why, he wondered, were 
people making such charges 
about his chosen vocation - 
- one that feeds and clothes 
the world? In wrestling with 
the question, he discovered 
proof was lacking. Wilson 
wanted answers. 

He began talking with 
other area farmers about 
how best to tackle the ques- 
tion from a farmer-up, 
grassroots level. An active 
conservationist, Wilson pre- 
sented the dilemma to soil 
conservation officials in his 
and neighboring counties, 
and a plan sprouted 

“We decided totry to find 
out just how agriculture is 
impacting dur environ- 
ment,” he says. 

If agriculture-related 
runoff has a negative effect 
on the environment, many 
agree it certainly would be 
in Wilson's area of West 
Tennessee -- where 80-85 
percent of the soil 1s classi- 
fied as highly erodible. and 
one of the main crops 1s cot- 
ton, a crop that requires a 
higher level of chemical in- 
puts. 

Today, descending the 
banks of a drainage ditch 
separating two of his cotton 
fields, Wilson puts his hands 
on part of the Beaver Creek 
project -- a model project 
described as the most in- 
tensive field-scale assess- 
ment ever conducted of ag- 
ricultural runoff's environ- 
mental impact 

“If we find out that we 
have a problem, we are go- 
ing to correct it with best 
management practices 
(BMPs) -- terraces, reduced 
tillage or other conserva- 
tion practices -- or what- 
ever the appropriate tech- 
nology might be,” Wilson 
says. “If we don't have the 
problems we are being told. 
or in the magnitude we are 
being told, we are going to 
be able to make some state- 
ments about that 

‘This project was started 
by production farmers We 
had the idea and it grew 


from there. It did not start 
from an agency coming to 
the farmers, but the farm- 
ers going to the agencies 
That 1s one of the real im 
portant parts about this 
project Farmers have con- 
cerns about what we are 
doing to our environment 
We want to know what we 
are doing ” 

The Beaver Creek 
project is named for the 
95,450-acre watershed in 
which it is located The 
project iscomposedofa half 
dozen computerized moni 
toring sites in the water 
shed Samples of field run 
off are collected at five 
minute intervals through 
out the duration of a rain 
storm Compared to mom 
toring methods used else 
where, Beaver Creek's in 
tensive scientific assess 
ment has reduced probable 
errors in calculations of 
sediment. nutrient and pes 
ticide transport by a factor 


of two 

Soil and groundwater 
samples also are collected 
penodically to determine 
whether there is any trans- 
port of chemicals through 
the soil profile and into the 
groundwater 

Wilson. who operates a 
diversified crop and cow/calf 
operation with this father. 
says one key to the program 
is :ts location 

“We are looking for an 
area where we could scien- 
tifically assess agriculture 
without being affected by 
runoff from cities or other 
industries that might affect 
water quality,” he says 

The Beaver Creek wa- 
tershed 1s composed largely 
of row-crop farms -- mainly 
soybeans and cotton -- with 
some concentrations ot beef 
cattle and swine operations 

Wilson also envisioned a 
broad-based project “that no 
one could say was heing 
impacted by chemical com 
panies or an outside agency 
looking for an answer that 
would benefit it.” 

Spurred hy a general 
thirst for objective data, the 
Beaver Creek project now 
1s near the middle of a five- 
year study. The effurt has 
been endorsed by the 
nation’s largest organiza: 
tion of farmers and ranch- 
ers, the American Farm 
Bureau Federation (AFBF) 
Scientific expertise and re- 
sources for the study are 
being drawn from agencies 
inside and outside the 
United States Department 
of Agriculture (USDA), in- 
cluding the U.S. Geological 





Survey (USGS), the Soil 
Conservation Service (SCS), 
Clemson University, Mem 
phis State University, the 
Unversity of Tennessee, the 
Tennessee Department of 
Conservation and the Ten- 
nessee Department of Agri- 
culture, to name a few 

“1 think this is the be- 
ginning of research that will 
tell us finally what the sig- 
nificant facts are about ag- 
riculture and the environ- 
ment,” says AFBF President 
Dean Kleckner, who farms 
in Iowa. “I think we have to 
do this in a number of other 
places around the country 
so we can form a national 
outlook -- something of na- 
tional significance. This 1s 
going to tell us a lot.” 

Even with endorse- 
ments and all its multi- 
agency credibility, the Bea- 
ver Creek project hinges on 
the voluntary cooperation 
of Wilson and a number of 
his neighboring Tennessee 
farmers 

‘We are telling USGS 
what we are applying to our 
land, as far as pesticides 
and nutrients, in what 
rates, at what time and to 
what crops,” Wilson ex- 
plains. “They are looking 
for those pesticides during 
astormevent. They are also 
looking for sediment load- 
ing 

After storm runoff 
samples are gathered from 
a ditch bed adjacent to crop 
fields, they are sent to the 
laboratory for an analysis 
of sediments, nutrients and 
pesticides. 

In addition to specialized 


monitoring and farmer par- 
ticipation, one other aspect 
makes the Beaver Creek 
project unique, according to 
Angel Roman-Mas, a re- 
search hydrologist with the 
USGS who 1s project chief 
at Beaver Creek 

We have assembled a 
group of scientists and re- 
searchers within the pro- 
gram, including people in 
the areas of aquatic toxicol- 
ogy, aquatic chemistry, hy- 
drology, geomorphology and 
so on,” he said. “One of the 
project’sstrengths isthe fact 
that we are able to cover all 
these multiple disciplines of 
investigation and assemble 
them into one single re- 
search program.” 

Six months of back- 
ground work to develop the 
project's infrastructure and 
verify its validity, and two 
years worth of solid, scien- 
tific data now are under the 


bridge Analysis of the data 
is ongoing 

Stephen Klaine, an 
aquatic toxicologist at 
Clemson University who 
helped design the research 
project while at Memphis 
State University, now is 

overseeing a portion of that 
analysis He says it 1s too 
early to come up with con- 
clusive results, but he ex 
pects the project to help 
answer the question of 
agriculture’s impact on the 
environment, and how spe- 
cifically-prescribed BMPs 
positively affect water qual- 
ity 

Farmer participants in 
the project such as Wilson 
will be able to put their 
heads on the information 
and, if possible, alter their 
practices accordingly 

‘The concept of technol- 
ogy transfer at the grass- 
roots level is really exciting 
tome, Klaine says. “I think 
previous work in agricul- 
tural source pollution has 
always been from the (top- 
down) regulatory level ” 

“We have found large 
amounts of sediment are 
exported out of this water- 
shed,” Roman-Mas says. 
“Perhaps sediment is the 
most single important prob- 
lem in West Tennessee,, in 
particular the Beaver Creek 
watershed. Certainly we 
need to devise BMPs -- to 
avoid soi} erosion.” 

Some of this sediment is 
due to ditch bank erosion 
caused by “hungry water” - 
- aphenomenon that occurs 
when clean field runoff 
takes on sediment after it 
reaches the ditch As BMPs 
reduce field erosion and 
runoff becomes even 
cleaner, lower levels of field 
sediment could be offset 
somewhat by more sediment 
from ditch erosion 

Roman: Mas says pesti- 
cide transport at Beaver 
Creek “is almost a chance 
situation.” 

‘If you have an inten- 
sive rainfall event right af- 
ter application of pesticide 
you get some export,” he 
says. “However, if you don't 
have that event, certainly 
you will not export that 
much, if any. There's an ef- 
fective use of pesticides 
within the fields 

“We have found that 
most of the nitrogen 1s ex- 
ported in the form of sus- 
pended organic nitrogen (1n 
plant material). While the 
nitrogen export is signifi- 

cant, itis not associated with 





the application of fertiliz- 
ers Phosphorvus exports 
from the fields is negligible ' 

Overall, Wilson and 
other farmers in the water- 
shed are encouraged by 
these trends, and are eager 
to see some final conclu- 
sions The project's next step 
is to assess the effective- 
ness of specific BMPs and 
how they benefit the water- 
shed environment. 

Klaine sees a need for 
information beyond Beaver 


Creek It 1s important to 
scientifically assess the ac- 
tual presence of water qual- 
ity problems before solu- 
tions are prescribed and 
implemented 

‘l think that by using 
the Beaver Creek project as 
a model, similar projects 
around the country could 
be initiated,” he says 
Again, grassroots -- one 
farmer, one soil conserva: 
tion district -- and it 13 not 
impussible to do. If we can 
show we have made an 1m- 
pact or we have made a 
change in water quality 
from the Beaver Creek 
project, maybe other 
projects around the coun- 
try will also be initiated and 
also have impact. It may 
seem like a small step, but 
one watershed at a time is 
going to make the differ- 
ence in the long term 

‘We have noticed that 
the water coming out of my 
no-till cotton was probably 
20 to 30 shadesclearer than 
the water coming out of my 
conventional-till cotton,” he 
says 

Wilson and other farm- 
ers are hopeful the Beaver 
Creek project will clear up 
some misconceptions about 
agriculture and the envi- 
ronment They believe pre- 
liminary results indicate 
agriculture is not “killing 
the world,” but they also 
know “preliminary” 1s not 
good enough 

“We want to be able to 
make a statement about 
agriculture that can be 
backed up by facts, in black 
and white,’ Wilson says 
“That is the reason we got 
into this project We do not 
want someone to go out and 
make a statement about 
agriculture which cannot be 
backed up by facts. 

“Jay Hair’s statement 
was a sensational-type 
statement. That 1s what he 
meant it to be. | am sorry he 
made :t. I know this project 
will prove him wrong. | 
think it has already.”

Orient said that mental-

What this amounts to,

She compares 
these perceived inequities 
to those experienced under 
socialized medicine 

“In Canada you can get

Earwigs — Population Explosion 

I am now getting several calls a day about a black bug 
with pinchers The Earwig is acommon insect in the garden 
and around the home. Their most common charactenstic 
feature is the pair of pinchers at the tip of the abdomen. They 
are reddish-brown and about :¥4 inch long. Earwigs have a 
varied diet. Some are primarily predators, feeding on aphids, 
insect larvae and snails. They also eat plant material such 
as seedling vegetables, flowers, fruit and fohage. Earwigs 
are considered « nuisance pest, and only cause significant

damage to plants when populations are high To minimize 
Earwig problems indoors, keep ares close to the house clear 
of debns and hiding places Earwigs can be controlled hy 
spraying with malathion, methoxychlor or diazinon. If you 
prefer not to use an insecticide, the Earwig can be controlled 
by persistent trapping. A simple trap can be made using a 
tunaorcat food can. Add % inch vegetable oil and place them 
around the area where the Earwig are living They wul fall 
into the can and drown. Another trap 1s a moistened, rolled 

up newspaper Earwigs will go into the paper In the 
morning, shake them into soapy water to kill them Con 
tinue this procedure until you're no longer catching them 

Crop Notes 

* A lot of mowed hay got rained on one or more times 
while alot went into maturity before it could be stored It 1s 
very important that you have a nutrient analysis of this 
forage. 

* Field corn finally snapped into good growth. Fortu- 
nately there was not very many insect problems this spring 
Slugs were the main problem, along with a few cutworms. 

* The potato leafhopper is around. You will probably 
have to spray your alfalfa after the second cutting. Monitor 
before spraying 

A New Gypsy Moth Out West 

A“close cousin” of the European Gypsy Moth that we are 
familar with hasjumped ship in the west coast parts. It’sthe 
Asian Gypsy Moth. However, compared to its Asian cousin, 
the moth common to our area may be a wimp. The Asian 
moth 1s more dangerous for several reasons: 

* The female Asian moth is capable of flying up to 20-40 
mules and does so before she lays her eggs. The European 
moth is incapable of flight. 

* The Asian moth eatsa much wider vanety of food, about 
500 speciesof plants. Thiscould spell doom for the northwest 
timber industry The Asian Gypsy Moth is hardier than the 
European, known to over-winter in the extreme cold of 
Siberia 

* There isa possibility that some of the Asian moths may 
be resistant to B.t. 

The Asian Moth was not brought here intentionally; they 
hitched a nde on ships out of the Russia area. The Federal 
and State officialS in Washington, Oregon and British 
Columbia are making a concentrated effort to eliminate the 
Asian Gypsy Moth. Let’s hope they are successful

The first principle is to 
protect the free market. 
Second, if the marketplace 
doesn't work, it must be 
appropriate for the govern- 
ment to step in, McIntosh 
said.

McIntosh said. That is why 
the recent Lucas ruling on 
private property rights, the 
private property rights bill 
authored by Sen. Steve 
Symms (R-Idaho) and the 
executive order on takings 
are all important to land- 
owners 

Lately the council has 
attracted considerable at- 
tention and controversy be- 
cause of its efforts to reduce 
regulation on smal] busi- 
nesses, said Mark Maslyn, 
an American Farm Bureau 
Federation assistant direc- 
tor of national affairs 

The House recently 
voted to strike $86,000 in 
funding for the council An 
amendment to restore the 
funding offered by Rep. Jo- 
seph McDade (R-Pa.) failed 
by a vote of 183-236 

Critics of the council say 
ithascircumvented the will 
of Congress in government 
regulations, often to the 
benefit of big business. Sup- 
porters say that it has been 
instrumental in cutting 
through red tape imposed 
by some federal agencies. 

Maslyn said the council 
has been helpful on the wet- 
lands, endangered species 
and property rights issues. 
Farm Bureau members are 
urged to let their elected 
officials know they oppose a 
funding cut for the council. 


Ethanol Supporters 
Send ‘Earful’ 
To White House 


Ethanol supporters have 
sent a message to the White 
House: they want a role for 
the corn-based fuel in the 
Clean Air Act 

American Farm Bureau 
Federation President Dean 
Kleckner encouraged par- 
ticipants at aJuly 6 rally in 
Peoria, IIl., to voiee their 
support for ethanol by sign- 
ing the petitions. A boxful 
of them, bearing thousands 
of signatures, was delivered 
tothe White House by Farm 
Bureau last week 

The petitions urge Presi- 
dent Bush to “prevent etha- 
nol discrimination in refor- 
mulated gasoline for no-at- 
tainment cities affected by 
the Clean Air Act” and to 
ensure that the U.S. gov- 
ernment provides for a “do- 
mestic, competitive clean 
fuel market that includes 
ethanol -- not a petroleum 
based product mandate ” 

In a letter accompany- 
ing the petitions Kleckner 
emphasized the importance 
of ethanol production to 
agriculture 

“Continued implementa 
tion of this energy source 
will mean an alternative use 
for agricultural products, 
less air pollution. reduced 
dependence on foreign oil 
and increased jobs in 
America,” Kleckner said 
“The supporters of using 
ethanol in reformulated 
gasoline are amazed that 
the Environmental Protec 
tion Agency would stand in 
the way of this important 
energy alternative ©

Frostburg State Sees Increase In 
Admissions Applications For Fall 


While many colleges in 
the Baltimore/Washington 
area are experiencing adrop 
in applications, admissions 
staff at Frostburg State Uni- 
versity are smiling. In the 
past five years, the college 
has seen a 30 percent in- 
crease in the number of stu- 
dents applying, as well asan 
increase inthe academic qual 
ity of students seeking en- 
rollment 

‘This 1s a very health 
thing,” said David Sanford, 
Dean of Admissions. “Not 
only are we seeing more ap- 
plications, but types of 
student are academically bet 
ter prepared ” 

According to Sanford, 
partof the increase in inter 
est in Frostburg State 1s due 
to “having a higher profile 
No longer are we hearing 
people ask, Where's Frost 
burg? ° 

Thechange in profile has 
come from the University’s 
high rating in Money Maya 
zine. the completion of 1-68. 
and the college's change to 
university status in 1987, he 
beheves 

While a recent article in 
the Washuytton Post reported 
afive-year decline in applica: 
tions has hit “area colleges of 
every type,” Frostburg is ex- 
periencing just the opposite 

In 1988, FSU had 2,325 
applicants, compared to3,303 
currently in for 1992; a 30 
percent increase 

While many college offi- 
cialscite the “baby bust” for 
the dipin applications, oth- 
ers puint towards skyrocket 
Ing costs 

‘The economy has hada 
major impact on education,” 
said Sanford. “The schools 
that people had once looked 
at automatically, more fami- 
hes are taking asecond look 
Our competitors are some- 
timestwotothree times more 
expensive, but the academic 
programs are comparable ” 

The continual increase in 
tuition at many private 
schools and larger institu- 
tions, 1s having a positive 
impact on many smaller, less 
expensive schools, he said 

“Costs are having a sig- 
nificant impact on all admis- 


sions,” said Associate Dean 
of Admissions Edge Deuel 

“When you look at the 
applications at community 
colleges, they are going out of 
sight There probablyisnta 
community college in Mary 
land that hasnt had some 
type ot increase, he said 

Thecompetitive nature of 
attracting diminishing num- 
bers of students is having 
higher education take adif- 
ferent approach to admissions 
than that of a decade ago. In

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Wiseman Pleads 
Guilty To Robbery; 
PSI Is Ordered 


Terry J. Wisemen, 36, 
Oakland, pleaded guilty to 
the charge of robbery last 
week in Garrett County 
Circuit Court. Judge Fred A. 
Theyer accepted the plea, 
revoked the bail, and ordered 
a pre-sentence investigation 
for the defendant. Wiseman 
is accused of robbing the 
First United National Bank 
and Trust in Oakland on 
January 7 of this year. 

Two other charges 
egainst the defendant that 
were not prosecuted were 
theft and assault and 
battery. Wiseman reportedly 
entered the bank at approxi- 
mately 1 p.m. on Tuesday, 
Jan. 7, and handed a note to 
teller Gretchen Rush.

Community Outreach 
Program To Begin 
In Garrett County 


A community outreach 
program is currently being 
developed by the Garrett 
County Health Department 
for the purpose of assessing 
and serving the health needs 
of the county’s outlying 
communities, thus increasing 
the use of health services. 

Ann Sherrard, nutrition- 
ist for the Garrett County 
Health Department, this 
week explained to the 
Garrett County Commission- 
ers the program and how it 
is to be implemented, stating 
that staff members are 
currently attempting to 
determine the "natural 
gathering areas” throughout 
the county as outreach 
centers. 

She also reported that the 
department is searching for 
outreach volunteers from 
each of the designated areas 
to serve as information 
gatherers and liaisons 
between the health depart- 
ment and the community 
members. Those volunteers, 
people who are well-known 
in their respective communi- 
ties, would work on a part- 
time basis. In addition, a 
search is being conducted for 
the coordinator of the 
program. 

"We want to target 
audiences that are not using 
the existing health services,” 
said Sherrard, adding, "Even 
when programs are in place, 
people may not access them.” 

The program will be 
maintained through targeted 
case formula funding 
earmarked for new program 
initiatives by the state, 
which mandates the money 
not be spent on existing 
programs. 

Sherrard emphasized, 
however, that this type of 
initiative “puts life back into 
the old programs" by identi- 
fying those in need of the 
existing services, such as 
WIC (Women, Infants, and 
Children program), diabetes 
education, addictions, and 
mental, environmental, and 
home health. Sherrard noted 
that these programs are 
“under-utilized.” 

She also noted that the 
community outreach pro- 
gram has been used success- 
fully in urban areas, and 
that it will be adapted to 
suit the rural nature of Gar-

dren who have already been 
disciplined in all methods 
available and yet continue to 
break the school rules. 

The rationale behind the 
alternate educational pro- 
gram is to enable the schools 
to offer a different structure, 
organization, and program to 
students who are on the 
brink of being expelled. The 
program would be a visible 
demonstration to the parents 
that the local school officials 
are willing to "go an extra 
mile” to work with students 
and parents in seeking solu- 
tions to student problems 
without wavering on the 
education officials’ commit- 
ment to have safe schools 
with high standards of stu- 
dent conduct. 


"Children - all people - 
need to realize that there 
will always be a consequence 
to their actions,” Mrs. Massi 
said. “We are actually pursu- 
ing this program in the 
name of justice. All students, 
handicapped or not, need to 
realize that they must follow 
certain rules or they will 
suffer some sort of conse- 
quence. It is very important 
to their development as 
young people.” 


Students would be offered 
an opportunity to attend the 
alternate program in place of 
being expelled from school. 
(Students who have been 
suspended for a serious or 
dangerous act would not be 
eligible for this program.) 
These programs would be 
held in various school system 
buildings, but the children 
would be removed from the 
regular school area. 

In the high schools, the 
evening school would be 
expanded so that additional 
courses would be added as 
needed to accommodate 
these students. The intent 
would be to offer each placed 
student enough classes to 
keep him her on the gradua- 
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tion timeline on which he/- 
she needed to be. The princi- 
pals noted that this would 
not be possible in every case. 

The student would be 
placed in this program for a 
specified period of time and 
would not be eligible to 
participate in extra-curricu- 
lar and/or interscholastic 
activities. 

The middle school pro- 
gram would have to be es- 
tablished at the Board of 
Education building, accord- 
ing to the principals. It 
would also offer specific 
classes for the placed stu- 
dents and would have a 
built-in behavior manage- 
ment component which 
would be the gauge to deter- 
mine when a student is 
ready to return to the mid- 
dle school. 

The principals noted that 
expulsion is sometimes the 
only avenue left for a stu- 
dent, but that this action 
does little to teach the child 
any redeeming lesson. 


"We want to keep these 
kids in the system but re- 
move them from the actual 
schoolroom setting,” Coviello 
said. 

The board voted to try 
the program as a pilot, as 
several details must be 
worked out. Staffing will be 
contingent upon the vacan- 
cies which exist and subse- 
quent transfers that will 
take place. The plan is to 
assemble an “oversight” com- 
mittee consisting of the two 
principals, the director of 
secondary education, Cov- 
iello, and the teacher. The 
committee will meet regular- 
ly and determine the direc- 
tion for the new program.

GCC Hit Again... 


Once again Garrett Community College has taken it 
on the chin in the latest round of state budget cuts, as 
it was learned a few weeks ago that another $118,000 
would be axed from GCC's allocation. This figure 
represented 40 percent of a total cut to the county of 
approximately $280,000, ax the health department, 
sheriff's office, and board of education will be forced to 
absorb most of the remainder. These cuts were made 
Just two ‘weeks into the new fiscal year. 

Wh:! we have concern for most county agencies 
that ‘ experiencing these budget shortfalls, we are 
p wularly concerned about our community college. 
he vaiue of post-high school education cannot be over 
emphasized, especially in our ever changing world of 
technology, and GCC is a gateway to the future for 
many local people who probably would not or could not 
continue their education if the college were not in 
existence. It has been the spring board that has 
launched so many Garrett County citizens into the 
realm of higher education, and thus into bnghter 
personal futures. 

Because of its strong and competent leadership, the 
college has advanced into new educational frontiers, 
and now boasts the only academic program in 
adventure sports available in the country, or the world, 
for that matter 

The value of the college is certainly not limited to 
the education it provides. It is also an integral part of 
the local cultural and entertainment programs that 
have become such a popular segment of life in Garrett 
County. It has been, for example, one of the driving 
forces behind the Garrett Lakes Arts Festival. 

The college also provides a central, easy-access, 
county base for public meetings, hearings, and lectures 

From an economic standpoint it would be difficult to 
assess Just what the college means to Garrett County, 
but it is most certainly significant. Not only does it 
provide employment for a number of persons, but it 
also brings in many students from outside the county, 
all of whom support the local economy. 

Dr. Steve Herman, the board of trustees, the faculty, 
and staff have all pulled together and done a 
tremendous job in coping with the many budget cuts 
GCC has confronted in the past few years. Dr. Herman 
told the county commissioners this week that, once 
again, they would be able to weather this latest cut. 
However, such teamwork concessions can be stretched 
only so far We sincerely hope that the governor and 
his financial advisors can figure out a way to halt 
further cuts to our community colleges. 

If there are further reductions this fiscal year, 
perhaps our county commiasioners can come up with 


some extra support for GCC. Surely they recognize its 
importance to Garrett County.

The U S. Senate isexpect- 
ed to vote soon whether to 
override President Bush's 
veto of S. 250, the National 
Voter Registration Act, also 
known as motor voter. The 
League of Women Voters 
calls on all Americans to 
contact their senators and 
urge them to vote to 
override the veto. The 
Senate passed the bill on 
May 20 by a vote of 61 to 38. 
Sixty-seven votes are 
needed to override the veto. 

This measure 1s critical 
in extending voter registra- 
tion rights to all Americans 
Not only does it allow the 90 
percent of Americans with 
driver's license to apply to 
register to vote when they 
apply for, or renew, their 
license, it also gives 
Americans with disabilities 
and others who are shut out 
of the registration process 
the opportunity to apply to 
register to vote at the 
agencies which serve their 
needs, making the process 
more convenient and 
accessible. 

Among the 29 states 
already using this simple, 
uniform voter registration 
system, there have been no 
reported casesof fraud. The 
national voter legislation 
includes provisions that 
would strengthen ant- 
fraud protections Addh- 
tionally, states with motor 
voter programs actually 
reduce registration costs 
over the long term. 

Motor voter 1s supported 
by a coalition of more than 
65 diverse organizations, 
including the League, the 
American Association of 
Retired Persons, the Dis- 
abled American Veterans, 
the National Association for 
the Advancement of Colored 
People and the American 
Bar Association We repre- 
sent groups who believe that 
the constitutionally protect - 
ed right to vote is the 
foundation of our nation’s 
democracy 

This right is truly a 
nonpartisan issue. If our 
government values repre- 
sentative democracy, it 
must pass this legislation 
over the President's veto 
and ensure that it will 
become the law of the land

paid by government 
workers are used to reduce 
debt or tu pay other costs of 


government since taxes paid 
by government workers are 
givebacks, or reductions in 
the costs of their services. 
To illustrate my point | 
suggested that doubters 
consider a nation of govern- 
ment workers without 
private enterprise to tax 
(Think USSR). 

Most who commented by 
phone or in person under- 
stood my purpose. Two 
government workersclaim- 
ed that no price tag could be 
put on their service, and 
that most of the public 
wasn't smart enough to 
understand the merits of 
their service.

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Flowering Shrubbery 
by Kathie Smith 
Shrubbery forms the backbone of any garden plan 


whether large or small. They frame the house or create 
areas of interest, focal points, to show off the property to good 
advantage. Shrubbery can be used for the screening of 
objectionable views or for privacy. [tisimportantto consider 
the balance between evergreen and deciduous trees and 
shrubs. Whether they flower or provide a variety of color, 
shrubbery brings beauty that 1s of colorful interest to any 
setting throughout the year 

With the late frosts that can occur in Garrett County, 
planting spring flowering shrubbery can be arisk. Lilacs 
and forsythia loose their leaves in the fall and begin the 
spring with flowers followed by their green foliage. It is 
possible with a late freeze that the flowers will be “nipped in 
the bud.” However, the benefits of their beauty and fra- 
grance as well as the ecological importance make it worth- 
while to take the risk. Deciduous azaleas are hardy to 
Garrett County and provide beautiful flowers with the 
greenery present all summer The evergreen azaleas are 
another choice for spring flowering shrubbery. While they 
have beautiful greenery all year long, azaleas may be 
susceptible to the flowers being “nipped in the bud” in the 
spring Broom is another spring flowering shrub that 
produces miniature flowers, and the plant addsa different 
texture to the landscape as a whole 

Summertime flowering shrubbery provides many variet- 
1esof blooms, textures, and different shades of greens. The 
planting ofeach depends upon individual preference. Weigela 
hasa solid or variegated leafiand produces azalea-looking 
flowers of red or pink. It blooms in June when many other 
shrubs have either finished or are not quite ready to bloom. 
Potentilla isa small, hardy, flowering perennial shrub that 
comesin several colors and will produce flowers all summer 
long. Traditionally seen in our area is the mountain laurel 
andrhododendron. With the latter, many vanietiesof colors 
are available, and the bloomingtime depends upon the class 
of plant purchased. Another shrubis the hydrangea, which 
produces large white heads, although some varieties do 
produce pink orlilaccolored heads. Buddleia, the butter/ly 
bush, can be used singly or in quantity to attract butterflies 
as well as be a part of the overall landscape. There are many 
shades of pinks and violets as well as white 

These are only a few of the successful flowering shrubs 
that can be found in our area As with any plant, it is 
important to take intoconsideration its location - dry or wet, 
sunny or shady -as well as its maintenance needs All 
nurseries have numerous flowering shrubs and can give 
advice about where a plant would thrive. The Ruth Enlow 
Library and the Book Mark’et in Oakland have resources 
for those interested in learning more aljout different kinds 
of shrubbery.

Government is top- 








heavy It takes two govern 
ment supervisors to do the 
amount of work done by one 
private enterprise manager 
Government supervisors 
are overpaid. The dispropor- 
tion in pay, benefits, and 
reapect between line 
workers and supervisors 
causes other problems like 
work slowdowns and 
sabotage. What can people 
do to make things right 

It's really pretty simple. 
Either more working 
Americans become involved 
in their government or else 
we will continue to be the 
cash cow milked whenever 
special interests inside 
government need more 
money. Svon we'll be out of 
milk. Then what? 

It is crucial that govern- 
ment waste be eliminated 
before more good money is 
thrown after bad. A 20 
percent reduction in the 
number of middle and upper 
level workers would in- 
crease efficiency at state and 
national levels, A 30 percent 
reduction in administrative 
costs is possible. In Mary- 
land this would reduce the 
cost of government by 
millions ofdollars, probably 
30 million or so. 

Please call or write to 
your elected representa- 
tives about this issue. Local 
and state politicians are 
more responsive than 
national politicians, but 
almost all of them will 
consider the issue if they 
are contacted 

Keep vour call or letter 
short. Tell them you vote in 
every election. Try to stick 
toone issue per call or letter. 
Don't threaten or try to 
reason with a politician. 
Threats cause resistance, 
and these people have little 
interest in reason. They 
want votes, and your 
position is what they want 
to know, not how you got to

passing grade. Those who 
did not satisfy the level of 
performance required were 
given the opportunity to get 
help and try again. 

"In my opinion,” Bender 
said, "a 60% average does 
not prove competence. We 
are not giving the taxpayer, 
parent, or student their 
money's worth by allowing 
students to guess their way 
to a high school diploma. 
Our problem in education 
has been simply that the 
distractions to learning for 
students and working par- 
ents have grown tremen- 
dously over the past 20 
years. Students have gradu- 
ally worked to the lower end 
of our minimum standards. 

"At the same time, the 
skills and knowledge needed 
to get a job in an increasing- 
ly competitive and complex 
economy have grown. The 
result is a crisis of under- 
educated citizens trying to 
find employment in a mar- 
ket of jobs requiring higher 
skills and abilities. But mas- 
tery learning proves that 
higher standards can be 
achieved.”

The teacher reported that 
in four terms worth of 
grades, (4:* of those were 
A’s and B’s. In a typical 
classroom, that number is 
generally 35-45%, according 
to Bender. 

“Not one student in my 
class received a D grade and 
only o% of the total grades 
were C’s,” he said. 

Bender added that anoth- 
er bonus of this system is 
that it helps teachers, ad- 
ministrators, parents, and 
students focus on learning, 
not just covering material or 
“spending time” in school. 

"Personally, I don’t think 
national or statewide testing 
will promote learning and 
accountability as much as 
raising standards in each 
individual classroom - and it 
would save money, too,” 
Bender said. He added that 
several changes would be 
necessary to incorporate 
mastery learning into the 
entire school system, includ- 
ing some restructuring of the 
school day and a need for a 
more specific or narrowed 
curriculum unless more 
classroom time was allotted.

noted that he had created a 
family support system in his 
district to allow and support 
the choice of unmarried 
Pregnant women to bring 
their pregnancies to full 
term. 

Bartlett then brought up 
the issue of how Hattery had 
voted on a bill in last year’s 
state legislative session con- 
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Ptonic 
Porrk 


cerning a rape victim's right 
to know immediately if the 
alleged attacker had tested 
positive for the AIDS virus, 
saying that Hattery had 
voted against the proposal 

Hattery, however, refuted 
that testimony, and indicat- 
ed that his voting record was 
open to the public He later 
produced that voting record 
for The Republican newspa- 
per showing he had, in- 
deed. voted in favor of the 
victim’s right to know 

The candidates were also 
asked about environmental 
concerns of local residents. 
including secondhand smoke. 
acid rain, the national bottle 
tax. and sludge disposal 

On the issiie of second- 
hand smoke. Hattery stated, 
It is totally appropriate for 
non-smokers to have their 
rights protected on a nation- 
wide basis.” He added that 
recent studies have “con- 
firmed the concerns” about 
the hazards of secondhand 
smoke 

Bartlett responded to the 
question by saying he has 
‘no problem with the con- 
cept’ but felt secondhand 
smoke legislation would be 
better left to government at 
the lower levels.

kills in the county's waters 
from acid rain were ad- 
dressed by the candidates, 
who each supported legisla- 
tion in that area. 

Hattery stated that 
"strong air quality laws” are 
needed on the federal level 
to ensure air quality control 
throughout all the separate 
states. and Bartlett agreed 
there is need for a change 
but stressed that "we must 
balance the approach.” 

Hattery noted that Presi- 
dent Bush "should have 
taken a more active role in 
the Rio conference -- we 
should have taken a leader- 
ship role in constructing that 
document.” 

Bartlett also pointed out 
that the federal government 
needs to "consider the envi- 
ronment in our trade rela- 
tions,” explaining that weak- 
erenvironmental regulations 
in other countries affect 
imported foreign products, as 
well as the quality of air in 
the United States. 

“Our competitors should 
adhere to the same environ- 
mental regulations as we do,” 
he said. 

The candidates were also 
asked to share their propos- 
als regarding the health care 
crisis. 

Hattery responded by 
stating that the United 
States needs a national 
health insurance system, one 
that provides for long-term 
and preventive care “We're 
spending more per person 
for health care in the United 
States and getting less,” he 
said. He noted that he sup- 
ported a bill during the past 
legislative session that 

sought to require insurance 
companies to use uniform 
claim forms 

Bartlett, however, stated 

that polls have shown people 
who live closest to the Cana- 
dian border are the ones 
most opposed to a national 
health care system because 
they have seen that it does- 
n't work there. "We should- 
n't socialize the system,” he 
said, adding, “Reforms are 
forthcoming from the Repub- 
licans.” 













Hattery countered by 
saying that a national health 
care system doesn’t necessar- 
ily “have anything to do with 
socialism.” 

The two also presented a 
sampling of their views on 
the national and state econo- 
my, and specifically ad- 
dressed the unemployment 
problem. 

Bartlett stated that the 








regulatory systems in the 
country are “flat out of con- 
trol” and that the economy 
would be stimulated by an 
invest ment tax credit and by 
eliminating the capital gains 
tax. "There's just as much 
money in the economy now 
as there ever was,” he said, 
explaining that money left in 
the private sector, as op- 
posed to the public sector,

Practice had not made me "per- 
tect.” butat had helped me to 
learn to play the pine to a 
certain degre: 

One of the reasons Tlost my 
interest. in the pane was my 
growing absessien with foot 
ball. (My thind ygrade teacher 
once said -- a bit unkindly. I 
think --" | hope some day you 
break your fool neck playing 
football ") But, as it had been 
with the piano, [ found that 
learning to play football taok a 
lot of training and practice. | 
hardly achieved perfection in 
football, but Tiearnet enough 
to enable me to play for several 
years in high school 
NOT BY TALENT ALONE 

What I learned through 
these experiences with the p1- 
ano and football is that learn- 
ing to do anything with some 
degree of competence requires 
training and practice, even for 
those who are specially gifted 
Later, as a sportswriter for our 
local newspaper, I observed 

some natural athletes who 
didn't make the grade athleti- 
cally because they tried to get 
by on talent alone 

Training is even more inten- 
siveand complicated taday than 
it was when IT was a youth 
People spend lots of money, me 
andeffort to perfect themselves 
atjogying, golfing, tennis, play 
ing a musical instrument, and 
even running for political of 
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fice There seema to be a gen 
eral understanding that if you 
are looking to excellence in any 
field, the more you put into 
training, the more vou wall 
excell 
Isn't it interesting, then, to 
consider that many of us try to 
tive as disciples of Jesus Christ. 
withas little training and prac- 
tice as possible? Some vears 
ago when T was a pastor in 
Mohnton, Pennsylvania, | was 
speaking with a teenager about 
joing our Confirmation Class 
so that he could join the church. 
When Toutlined theclasses he'd 
have to attend and the study 
that would be required, he said, 
“Why should I go through all of 
that, when I can wait a few 
vears and, join as an adult 
without knowing anything?" 
MISSING PRACTICE 
T had to admit there was a 
good deal of logic in that. Lats of 
people I have known have as- 
sumed that one can be a Chris- 
tian without any training or 
practice at all The fact is, even 
more than inthe arts or athlet- 
ics, discipleship is a lifelong 
process of learning and prac- 
tice. The only way we can excel 
in it is to practice, practice, 
practice, The great Polish pin- 
nist. Ignace Paderewski, said 
that ifthe missed practicing one 
day, he knew it. It he missed 
two days, the critics knew it, 
and, if he missed three or more 
days, evervone knew it? That's 
the way itis with Christian 
living: ifourpractice Is not regu- 
lar, sooner or {ater everyone 
knows It. Just as I found that 
joining the team alone did not 
make me a footbal!! player, so, 
joing the church doesn't make 
me a disciple of Jesus Christ 
lust think how much time 
and effort we may put into our 
tennis game, or spend on the 
golf course trying to reduce our 
handicap. That's Q.K -- I'm all 
for excellence -- but is it not 
even more important for us to 
learn to excel in our disciple 
ship? Like the rest of our mate 
ria] possessions, When God calls 
us home we will have to leave 
our golf clubs and tennis rack 
ets behind That's why the 
writerof ] Timothy admonishes 
his readers: “Train yourself in 
godliness; for while badily train: 
Ing 1s of some value, godliness 
is of value in every way, as it 
holds promise for the present 
life and also for the life to come

800-Numbers 
Abuse Noted By 


Attorney General 


When dialing an 800- 
number, consumers could 
discover that what once was 
free may nolonger be, warns 
Maryland Attorney General 
J. Joseph Curran Jr. in the 
latest issue of “Tips for Tough 
Times,” a consumer alert 
publication 

“The abuse of 800-num- 
bers could be the next big 
scam to plague the public,” 
Curran said, citing com- 
plaints received by the Con- 
sumer Protection Division in 
his office about a company 
that billed consumers who 
called a “toll-free” 800-num- 
ber. 

The Attorney General 
said a woman in Severn re- 
ceived a postcard telling her 
she had won a prize and 
should call a toll-free 800- 
number to find out what she 
had won. She dialed thenum- 
ber and was charged for the 
call. Aconfusing disclaimer 
seemed tosay there would be 
no charge for the call, then 
said callers would becharged 
$3.90 per minute unlessthey 
hung up before using an au- 
tomated service to obtain in- 
formation on their “prizes,” 
Curran explained. 

The new one-page “Tips 
for Tough Times,” prepared 
by the Consumer Protection 
Division in Curran’s office, 
warns that the questionable 
use of 800-numbers, long fa- 
miliarto consumers asa tol}- 
free means of obtaining infor- 

mation, is“anew twist toan 
old problem” -- the big, unex- 
pected bills that consumers 
have received for 900-num- 
ber calls they did not realize 
wouldcost them money 

“Be careful of 900-num- 
bers. You'll always be 
charged forthe call,” advises 
the Attorney General’s“Tips”

Govermor Wilham Donald 
Schaeter signed an executive 
order this week creating a 
Task Force on Uniform Mary 
land Building Performance 
Standards 

“Many of Maryland’sju 
nisdictions follow different 
editions of a national code, 
some follow anotherstandard, 
and still others have nocode 
at all,” said Governor 
Schaefer. “During these 
tough times, its important to 
encourage industry, and wel 
help reduce construction 
costs and red tape by develop- 
inga statewide standard that 
everyone canlive with.” 

Governor Schaefer named 
prominent Bethesda zoning 
attorney Norman M. Glasgow 
as chairman of the task force 
Glasgow has been involved 
in anumberof major projects 
in the Maryland-Washing- 
ton, D.C. area including his- 
toric preservation cases, 
housing projects, and com- 
mercial development. 

“I'm looking forward to 
the challenge,” said Glasgow 
“We want to develop a flex- 
ible standard that meets 
everyone sneeds, protectsthe 
publicand reduces confusion 
inthe building industry.”

report revealed that fire fight 
ers responded to 9,517 resi- 
dential property fires during 
the past year, with an est:- 
mated property loss of 
$71,339,893. 

The most frequent area of 
origin in residential struc- 
ture fires was the kitchen or 
cooking area. Approximately 
33.1 percent ofall residential 
structure fires originated in 
the kitchen. Fires which be- 
gan in the bedroom and liv- 
ingroom areas were the next 
most frequent areas of fire 
origin in residential struc- 
ture fires. 

The busiest month of the 
year for fire fighters was 
November, when 3,284 fires 
occurred. July and June fol- 
lowed asthe second and third 


busiest monthsfor fires, with 
3,134 and3,127 respectively 

According tothe data col- 
lected by the fire marshal, 
the most frequent time for 
fires to occur last year was 
between 4 and 6p m. Unat- 
tended cooking and cooking 
appliances were the most fre- 
quent ignition factors found 
in residential fires 

There were 9civilian fire 
fatalities and four fire fighter 
deathsrecorded in 1991 Ad- 
ditionally, 592 civillans and 
526 fire fighters were injured 
asthe result of fire incidents 
in Maryland last year

In GCC Gallery 


Anexhibit of pamtingsby 
AnnC. Rusebrooks, an award- 
winning painter from North 
Grosyenordale, Conn., willbe 
displayed inthe Bausch and 
Lomb Art Gallery of Garrett 
Community College, from 
August 5-22, according to 
Ron Skidmore, coordinatorof 
the gallery. The gallery will 
be open weekdays from9a.m.

Ms. Rosebrooks is artist- 
in-residence for the Pulpit 
Rock ArtistsCommunity and 
is the recipient of a Connecti- 
cut Commission on the Arts 
grant. She holds a bachelor 
of fine arts degree from the 
Rhode Island School of De- 
sign, and her artworksare in 
various private and public 
collections throughout the 
United States. 

According to one critic, 
the paintings of Ann 
Rosebrooks are “unique ex- 
pressions of human exist- 
ence” which are directly con- 
nected to her personal expe- 
nences and interactions with 
others. Decorative patterns 
are central toher paintings; 
fabncsthat cover tables, win- 
dows, floors and walls are 
brightly colored, full of re- 
peated imagesof flowers. “But 
the paintings are not them- 
selves just decorative; they 
are full of meaning and emo- 
tional depth,” thecriticsaid. 

“The primary thrust of 
her work is social scenes: 
malls, cocktail parties, wed- 
dings, etc., showing the rela- 
tion of people to each other 





andtotheirenvironment. Her 
portraits, landscapes, interi- 
ors and narrative paintings 
are visual and emotional re- 
sponses to her observations, 
ratherthanexact transcrip- 
tionsof scenes. She produces 
drawings and watercolor 
sketcheson the spot, and later 
paints from these in oils or 
acrylics on canvas. The re- 
sulting works are often com- 
bined images with fantasies 
and invented areas, some- 
timeshumorous, and portray- 
ing feelings and experiences 
shared by many other people.” 


About her work in this 
exhibit, the artist says, “The 
paintings in this exhibit are 
directly connected tomy life 
feelings -- places I have been, 
rooms | inhabit, people with 
whom I interact. These paint- 
ings tell a story, portray a 
scene, orreflect on athought 
or an emotion.

Bill Slagle, an innova- 
tive beef cattleman, tree 
farmer, teacher and con- 
sultant for approximately 
46 years, has been en- 
shrined into the West Vir- 
ginia Agricultural and For- 
estry Hall of Fame This 
honor, which was bestowed 
upon Slagle during a din- 
ner ceremony July 17 at 
Jackson's Mill, West Vir- 
ginia, was “earned as a re- 
sult of the wide range of 
agricultural accomplish- 
ments during his career.” 
according to Robert Hi Max- 
well, president, Agricultural 
Hall of Fame Foundation 
for West Virginia, Inc. 

Slagle and his wife. 
Elsie, live at Rt. 3, Bruceton 
Mills, West Virginia, and 
their property includes a 
farminthe White Rock area 
of Garrett County Slagle 
was nominated for his ser- 
vicesin both agneculture and 
forestry 

In 1973, as Americans 
began demanding beef with 
less fat content, Slagle re- 
searched, and searched 
world wide for a rapid gain 
ing less fat type beef sire 
with better feed conversion 
In 1974, he imported the 
first Limousin bull to West 
Virgima from Ireland and 
developed a purebred 
Limousin herd. By working 
with an embryo transplant 
technician from Ontario, 
Canada, and West Virginia 
University's Animal Science 
Program, embryo transfer 
was accomplished at his 
farm in 1979. Using a non 
surgical procedure, nine 
months later through the 
abuve work, the first em- 
bryotransplant hivecalf was 
delivered 

From 1977 through 
1982, Slagle, inconjunction 
with WVU set up field days 


with seminars on progeny 
testing, performance test- 
ing with WVU Computer 
Systems, heat synchroniza- 
tion, artificial insemination 
and embryo transplant in 
beef cattle. Vocational agri- 
culture students and teach- 
ers from three states and 
two countries attended the 
educational seminars. The 
direct impact of the pioneer 
ing and accomplishment has 
been seen in the quality of 
beef now being produced in 
West Virginia, as well as 
improved performance and 
dollar return to farmers 
One vocational agriculture 
teacher at Preston County 
Education Center farm 
wrapped it up in this quote 
of his cattle. “We will not 
feed cattle that do not gain 
five pounds per day and 
have a dresa weight of 65- 
70 percent. Our Limousin’s 
dothat, compared to weight 
gains we used to get of three 
pounds per day and a 50 
percent dressed weight.”

Most people wouldn't 
know a garter snake from a 
boa constrictor or a hydric 
soil from plainold dirt. Most 
people wouldn't care, either.

resource information. After 
wards, they will take part 
in a role-playing, problem 
solving event where they 
will have about 24 hours to 
study an environmental 
problem in depth, plan a 20 
minute presentation intheir 
assigned roles, develop two 
visual aids, and as a team, 
pull together a field note- 
book. From these two ac- 
tivities, the tree top teams 
will be selected by a panel of 
natural resource/environ- 
mental judges 

Envirothon teams will 


also be treated to training 
in many areas of natural 
resources. They will culmi- 
nate their year-long study 
of wetlands by investigat- 
ing both tidal and non-tidal 
wetlands at the Elms Camp 
in St. Mary’s County, and 
they will also plant marsh 
grasses along 700 feet of the 
St. Mary's River to stabilize 
the shoreline. The problem 
they solve will also involve 
wetlands 

They will study some of 
the problems of the Chesa- 
peake Bay and water qual- 
ity issues when they board 
the St. Mary’s Dee, one of 
the last working skipjacks 
on the Bay. Once aboard, 
the Chesapeake Bay Foun- 
dation will deliver an edu- 
cational program that will 
emphasize the commitment 
of thousands of citizens and 
federal, state and local agen- 
cies and citizens groups 
working together on a ma- 
jor environmental chal- 
lenge: the Bay cleanup. Be- 
cause the teams wil be from 
around the United States, 
the Envirothon planners 
wanted them to go home 
with the impression that 
people can make a differ- 
ence working locally on 
challenges that involve 
clean-up, recycling, and pre- 
ventative measures to sus- 
tain the environment for 
many generations. 

While the students are 
busy with theircompetition, 
the accompanying teacher 
and/or advisors will be at- 
tending a teacher training 
on wetlands.

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Judiciary Panel 
Okays Animal 
Terrorism Bill 


Legislation that would 
impose stiff federal penal- 
ties for criminal acts involv- 
ing damage to facilities 
housing animals moved for- 
ward last week, with pas- 
sage by the House Judiciary 
Committee 

The Farm Animal and 
Research Facilities Protec 
tion Act (H.R. 2407) was 
passed by an 18-16 vote. The 
version approved is the 
product of a substitute 
amendment passed 7-6 by 
the panel's Subcommittee 
on Crime and Criminal Jus- 
tice 

Full committee passage 
came after committee mem- 
bers rejected, 17-17, amore 
comprehensive measure 
sponsored by Rep George 
Gekas (R-Pa) The Gekas 
alternative, supported by 
Farm Bureau, would have 
covered attacks on any ani- 
mal enterprise, including 
rodeos, fairs, and 4-H and 
FFA events The Gekas al 
ternative mirrored one 
unanimously approved ear- 
hier by the House Agricul- 
ture Committee. 

“The House Agriculture 
Committee version is the 
result of hearings and sev- 
erw yews of compromise 
with interested groups.” 
according to Richard 
Newpher, director of the 
American Farm Bureau 
Federations Washington 
office 


Although the Gekasver- 
sion did not pass, the House 
Judiciary vote 1s still a vic- 
tory for agriculture and 
means the bill will now move 
to the House floor for a vote 
during this session. The 
measure has the support of 
264 co-sponsors 

As approved by the Ju- 
diciary Committee, the mea- 
sure would apply tolabs that 
engage in research or are 
part of a farm At least 
$25,000 in damages would 
have to occur for it to be a 


federal crime The Gekas 
amendment would have 
lowered the damage thresh- 
old to $5,000 

According to Gekas, his 
measure, “maintains acare- 
ful balance between the 
right of animal rights 
groups to legitimately pro- 
test and the right of facili- 
ties to have adequate pro- 
tection from illegal activi- 
ties engaged in by certain 
animal rights extremists.” 

The Rules Committee 
must now determine the 
format for a House floor vote 
on the measure. 


Maryland Crops 


Maturing On Schedule 


By July 26 soybeans 
were blooming, corn was 
beginning to fill the ears 
and harvest of truck crops 
was active. Frequent show- 
ers (and even rainstorms) 
were restoring soil moisture 
and reduced insect activity 
in the fields 

An average of 4.1 days 
was suitable for fieldwork 
during the week endingJuly 
26, according to the Mary- 
land Agricultural Statistics 
Service Across the state, 
four percent of the topsoil 
was very short of moisture, 

17 percent was short, 53 
percent was adequate and 
26 percent had surplus 
moisture. Subsoi] moisture 
was very short in nine per- 
cent of Maryland, 35 per- 
cent was short and 56 per- 
cent had adequate moisture 
Conditions were driest on 
both sides of the Bay in the 
middle of the state. Week- 
end rains alleviated water 
shortage conditions sub- 
stantially. 

Small grain harvest was 
nearly complete except for 
oats, which were only 20 
percent combined. Soy- 
beans and corm were in very 
poor to fair condition on the 
northern Eastern Shore and 
good toexcellent elsewhere 
Pastures were very poor in 
mid state but good to excel- 
lent elsewhere Hay sup- 
plies were mostly adequate 
Apple and peach trees were

U.S. And Canada Reach Agreement 
On Revised Meat Inspection System 


U.S. and Canadian agri- 
culture officials have agreed 
on a plan to make each 
country’s meat import in- 
spection system similar, 
according to USDA Secre 
tary Edward Madigan 

One of the changes 1s 
that Canadian inspectors 
will no longer choose the 
Canadian meat that 1s 
sampled. Instead, U.S. im- 
port inspectors will select 
the Canadian meat to be 
inspected. Also, the fre- 
quency of reinspection of 
meat imported into the 
United States and Canada 
will be set at equivalent lev- 
els 

Under the new proce- 
dures, Canada will reduce 
its number of inspections. 
Changes are to be imple- 
mented on August 10. 

Both countries agreed to 
work toward providing a 
system under which prod- 
ucts can be reinspected at 


the border or at additional 
sites closer to their destina- 
tions. Canadian products 
entering the United States 
will be reinspected only at 
approved import establish- 
ments staffed by USDA im 
port inspectors. 

In the past, meat and 
poultry products crossing 
the U.S.-Canadian line have 
been subject toreinspection

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800-Numbers 
Abuse Noted By 


Attorney General 


When dialing an 800- 
number, consumers could 
discover that what once was 
free may nolonger be, warns 
Maryland Attorney General 
J. Joseph Curran Jr. in the 
latest issue of “Tipsfor Tough 
Times,” a consumer alert 
publication. 

“The abuse of 800-num- 
bers could be the next big 
scam to plague the public,” 
Curran said, citing com- 
plaints received by the Con- 
sumer Protection Division in 
his office about a company 
that billed consumers who 
called a “toll-free” 800-num- 
ber. 

The Attorney General 
said a woman in Severn re- 
ceived a postcard telling her 
she had won a prize and 
should call a toll-free 800- 
number to find out what she 
had won. She dialedthenum- 
ber and was charged for the 
call. Aconfusing disclaimer 
seemed tosay there would be 
no charge for the call, then 
said callers would be charged 
$3.90 per minute unless they 
hung up before using an au- 
tomated service to obtain in- 
formation on their “prizes,” 
Curranexplained. 

The new one-page “Tips 
for Tough Times,” prepared 
by the Consumer Protection 
Division in Curran’s office, 
warns that the questionable 
use of 800-numbers, long fa- 
miliar toconsumers as atoll- 
free meansof obtaining infor- 
mation, is “anew twist toan 
old problem” -- the big, unex- 
pected bills that consumers 
have received for 900-num- 
ber calls they didnotrealize 
would cost them money. 

‘Be careful of 900-num- 
bers. You'll always be 
charged forthe call,” advises 
the Attarney General’s“Tipa” 
publication. “Although some 
legitimate companies use 900 
numbers, don't call a 900- 
number simply to obtain in- 
formation about a product or 
service you're thinking of 
buying. Keep in mind: Why 
should you pay for informa- 
tion about a product or ser- 
vice?” 

Curran said the monthly 
“Tips for Tough Times” is 
being distributed throughout 
the state via a communica- 
tions network made up of lo- 
calemployers, large agencies, 
and service groups. “Tips’ is 
available to any company or 
organization that wishes to 
copy it for distribution to 
employeesor clients, he said. 

Firms or agencies that 
request “Tips for Tough 


Times’ will receive a photo- 
ready copy that has been per- 
sonalized with the name of 
the company or group that 
plans to circulate it. More 
than 150 local employers, 
service groups and agencies 
are already circulating “Tips 
for Tough Times,” Curran 
said.

Support Of WIC 


Following the recent 
statewide recognition of the 
Garrett County WIC Pro- 
gram (Special Supplemental 
Food Program for Women, 
Infants, and Children), the 
Garrett County Commission- 
ers were recognized last 
week by Carol Bass, WIC 
coordinator, who stated that 
the success of the program 
would not have been possible 
without the support of the 
community and funding 
assistance from the commis- 
sioners. 

Bass presented the com- 
missioners with a replica of 
the plaque received by Gar- 
rett County’s WIC program, 
when it was recently named 
runner-up for the J. Howard 
Beard Award. Sponsored by 
the National Association of 
County Health Officials, the 
award gives national recogni- 
tion to “outstanding, signifi- 
cant, and exemplary activi- 
ties" of local health depart- 
ments. 

Bass emphasized that the 
Garrett County WIC pro- 
gram was recognized for its 
innovative ideas and cooper- 
ation with many other agen- 
cies and organizations with- 
in the county in bringing the 
needed service to its clients. 
She reported that efforts 
have resulted in WIC "maxi- 
mizing its health care initia- 
tives.”

A raccoon was confirmed 
rabid by the Garrett County 
Health Department this 
week, bringing the county’s 
total number of 1992 rabies 
cases to Six. 

According to Edgar Har- 
man, director of environmen- 
tal health, Charles Craver 
contacted the health depart- 
ment on Monday and told 
officials that the animal hed 
run across his lawn that 
morning and was chased by 
his dog. The pet fought with 
the raccoon and chased it up 
a tree. Craver then shot it. 

The dog had been vacci- 
nated against the disease 


and received a booster. It 
will be observed for 90 days. 
Harman noted that Craver 
followed the safety precau- 
tions set forth by the health 
department by not touching 
his pet for two hours after 
the encounter and by using 
rubber gloves in removing 
the diseased animal.

Total Renovation 


The Oakland Mayor and 
Town Council met Monday 
and conducted a public 
hearing concerning the 
recent plans for the Bradley 
Manor housing area. The 
plan is the result of a court 
order to the town, the De- 
partment of Housing and 
Urban Development, and the 
Oakland Associates to come 
up with a compromised 
arrangement to deal with 
the current dilapidated hous- 
ing development. 

Mayor Asa McCain first 
made clear that the design is 
simply a plan - it may not be 
what will definitely happen 
to the area. It will be pre- 
sented to the Baltimore 
judge (who ordered the 
compromise) on August 11, 
and if he agrees with the 
plan, construction may begin 
in six months. 

McCain told the approxi- 
mately 40 persons at the 
public meeting that the 
reconstruction of the area 
would be done by the local 
Devlin Incorporated and the 
housing’s management 
would be handled by 
Garrettland Realty. The two 
firms have built and man- 
aged several local housing 
developments, including 
Mountain Lake Park’s Pine- 
woods East and Oakland's 
Underwood South. Both of 
these developments have 
proven to be successful 
endeavors, McCain reported.

The new area would have 
a total of 87 low to middle- 
income housing units with 
64 one-bedroom homes and 
23 two-bedroom. In compari- 
son, the Bradley Manor 
development heki 324 total 
bedrooms with numerous 
three and four-bedroom 
units. 

"This arrangement of 
bedrooms makes a big differ- 
ence when it comes to occu- 
pants,” McCain said. “This 
will invite either young cou- 
ples with maybe one child as 
well as single or elderly 
persons who will live alone.” 

The area will also include 
two tennis courts and four 
basketball courts to be open 
for public use. The local

Wolfe explained to the 
commissioners that she was 
unclear about the state’s 
definition of the word "pri- 
vatization,” and the motiva- 
tion for such a move. 

In a letter to George 
Williams, director of the 
Maryland Office of Tourism 
Development, from the pro- 
motion council, Spiker stat- 
ed, “It is our understanding 
that the ultimate goal of the 
state in regard to these in- 
formation centers is that 
they all be privatized will 
not be in the best interest of 
tourism or private industry 
throughout the state.” 

The letter went on to say 
that, since the council was 
“instrumental in establishing 
the Youghiogheny Overlook,” 
managing it since its open- 
ing in 1982, and since it has 
received the Office of Tour- 
ism Information Center of 
the Year award and numer- 
ous compliments about the 
quality of service and ap- 
pearance of the center, "we 
fee] that this center could 
not be better managed by 
another entity and can see 
no gain in any management 
change” 

Wolfe stated that one of 
the reasons given to her for 
the proposal was to make 
the centers more “uniform” 
and to save money for the 
state "The dissolution of the 
contract procedures for all 
centers would generate 
$60,000-$89,000 in savings 
through the elimination of 
duplicate and insufficient 
costs now experienced 
through independent con- 
tractors,” stated a letter to 
Wolfe from Williams

Governor William 
Donald Schaefer announced 
yesterday Board of Public 
Works approval of a 
$300,000 state grant for 
improvements to the Deep 
Creek Lake Wastewater 
Treatment Plant. 

Chaured by the governor, 
the Board of Public Works 
1s also comprised of Comp- 
troller Loms L. Goldstein 
and Treasurer Lucille 
Maurer. The board 1s au- 
thorized by the General 
Assembly to approve major 
construction and consultant 
contracts, equipment pur- 
chases, property transac- 
tions, and other procure- 
ment actions 

‘The Deep Creek Lake 
Wastewater Treatment 
Plant needs a series of im- 


provements in order to 
eliminate occasional viola- 
tions of its discharge per- 
mit,” said the governor. 
“The plant’s biggest prob- 
lem is a bottleneck inside 
the facility plant that makes 
it difficult for it to handle 
heavy flows, especially af- 
ter rain storms. 

“This project will make 
the necessary upgrades 
thereby improving the wa- 
ter quality of Deep Creek, 
which flows into the 
Youghiogheny River, avery 
popular waterway for trout 
fishing and whitewater raft- 
ing. Schaefer added. 

The construction effort 
includes removing a hy- 
draulic bottleneck in the 
plant, adding a third sec-

One of the problems with our gociety today and no 
doubt in past generations’ is that too many of our 
young people have had a relatively easy hfe and expect 
to have things just handed to them “What all can T yet 
out of this world™ seems to be the attitude rather than 
what all can I contmbute to this world” Students will 
not just sit in their classrooms and talk about the 
problema in their communities; they will actually do 
something to help alleviate them. They will become 
more aware of the need: around them and, hopefully,

DNR Announces Additions At Swallow Falls State Park Requirements 





The Maryland Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources 
(DNR), State Forest and 
Park Service, recently an- 
nounced new additions to 
Swallow Falls State Park 
including a new park en- 
trance sign and an interpre- 
tive display 

The park sign. pictured 
above with Park Ranger Lasa 
Baker, was made from an 
eight-foot section cut from a 
large hemlock tree which 
had fallen across a major 
trail in the park According 
to Baker, trees that fall are 
normally left lying where 


they dropped, but a great 
deal of dainage was being 
done by people detouring 
around this tree. The log 
was cut out to expose the 
existing trail and the re- 
maining stump will be used 
as an interpretive display. 

The Herrington Manor 
State Park sawmill was used 
to prepare the log and it was 
sanded, routered, and paint- 
ed. It was finally set upon 
two large stones at the park 
entrance

rontering,” Baker said. "It 
was a team effort.” 

The tree was about 200 
years old when it toppled 
during a storm in the spring 
of 1991. It was one of the 
many old trees in the park’s 
40-acre stand that survived 
the timber cutting in the 
late 19th and early 20th 
centuries. Baker noted that 
most visitors overlook the 
large trees in their rush to 
view the waterfalls. 

“Perhaps this new sign 
will draw attention and 
interest to this other unique 
feature of Swallow Falls 
State Park.” she said. 

Another addition to the 
park is an interpretive dis- 
play placed at the trailhead 
to Muddy Creek Falls. It 
features old photographs and 
information, tracing the 
history of the park prior to 
state ownership in 1940 
Baker noted that several 
local people lent the photo- 
graphs and gave information 
to assist the park in compil- 
ing the display. She and 
Randy Reichard, park volun- 
teer, were able to assemble it 
before the Memorial Day 
weekend.

For High Schoo! 
Diploma Tougher 


Governor William 
Donald Schacter announced 
that the Maryland State 
Board of Education has 
agreed to tougher gradua- 
tion requirements for stu- 
dents entering grade nine 
in 1993. He said the new 
graduation requirements 
will strengthen students’ 
academic preparation for 
college and employment 

The new high school 
graduation standards re- 
quire all students to per- 
form student service before 
they graduate, making 
Maryland the first state in 
the nation to enact such a 
requirement. Since 1985, 
local school systems in 
Maryland have been re- 
quired to provide service 
opportunities for high 
school students. 

A motion to delete the 
student service require- 
ment failed on a 7-3 vote 
Other motionsto modify the 
requirements also failed, as 
many board members said 
local school systems have 
the option of adding require- 
ments not included in the 
state's minimum gradua- 
tion requirements. 

State School Superinten- 
dent Nancy Grasmick said 
the new requirements 
‘move Maryland a major 
step forward in preparing 
our young people for the 
increasing challenges they 
face.” The requirements 
bolster efforts to meet the 
six national education goals 
by the year 2000, she said 

The State Board devel- 
oped the new graduation 
requirements after receiv- 
ing the report of a state task 
force in January 1991. Key 
recommendations of the 
task force stem from the 
State Board’s request that 
the panel study ways of 
eliminating the “general” 
high school track and re- 
quiring all students to pre- 
pare for post-high school 
study or career employ- 
ment. The new require- 
ments recognize the impor- 
tant role of career and tech- 
nology programs, which 
emphasize the application 
of academic content and 
skills, m preparing young 
people for careers. 

In the past 18 months, 
the Board has held public 
hearings andnumerous dis- 
cussions with state and lo- 
cal education officials. The 
Board received comments 
from more than 800 citizens 
at a hearing in October 
1991, and the requirements 
adopted today reflect 
changes made in response 
to the public comments 

The new requirements 
will affect students enter- 
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ing the ninth grade in the 
fall of 1993 To receive a 
Maryland High School di 
ploma, those students will 
be required to meet these 
major new requirements 

Total Credits - Stu 
dents will be required to 
complete 21 credits, an in- 
crease of one over the cur 
rent state requirement 
Some local schyol systems 
require more credits 

Math, Science, and 
Technology - Three cred- 
its will be required for sci 
ence; the current require 
ment is two. Students will 
be required to take courses 
in earth sciences, life sci- 
ences, and physical sci- 
ences, and the courses will 
have to involve laboratory 
study 

The number of math 
credits will remain three, 
but under the new require- 
ments, students will have 


to include courses in basic 
or advanced algebra and 
geometry 

All students will be re- 
quired to take a course in 
technology, and students 
preparing for college will be 
required toearntwocredits 
in technology or foreign lan- 
guage 

Student Service -- Stu- 
dents will be required to 
complete either 75 hours of 
student service in their 
schools or communitiesor a 
program designed by the 
local school system and ap- 
proved by the State Super- 
intendent of Schools 

Social Studies -- The 
number of credits will re- 
main three, but courses will 
have to be in three specified 
areas: U.S. history, world 
history, and government 

Physical Education 
and Health -- Students will 
be required to take one-half 
credit in each subject. 

The State Board also 
voted togive the local school 
systems the option of giving 





the state's functional tests 
in reading, writing. and 
mathematics to students in 
the seventh, eighth, orninth 
grades. Currently, these 
tests are first administered 
to students in the ninth 
grade The first administra 
tion of the citizenship test 
can occur as early as the 
seventh grade or as late as 
the tenth grade

Community Service Requirement 


tiovernor Wilham 
Donald Schaefer has an 
nounced that Maryland is 
the first state in the nation 
to require students to per 
form community service as 
a condition of high school 
yraduation. The announce 
ment followed approval of a 
set of tough new gradua- 
tion requirements by the 
Maryland State Board of 
Education at its meeting 
last week 

At a public hearing last 
October, several hundred 
educators and citizens gave 
their views on the proposed 
student service require- 
ment. Support for the pro- 
posal came from students 
who have participated in 
service programs, corporate 
executives, and state and 
national education leaders. 

Under the new regula- 
tion, students will be re- 
quired to complete either 
75 hours of student service 
in their schools or commu- 
nities or a program designed

Potomac Edison 
Company Seeks 


Rate Increase 


In an application filed 
last week with the Mary- 
land Public Service Com- 
mission, the Potomac 
Edison Company has re- 
quested an increase in its 
Maryland electric rates de- 
signed to produce additional 
annual revenues of $23 mil- 
lion. The company has re- 
quested the new rates be- 
come effective August 28, 
1992, but expects that the 
increase will be suspended 
until February 24, 1993. 
During that time, the Pub- 
lic Service Commission will 
hold hearings on the pro- 
posed rate hike. 

The proposed rate in- 
crease will generate 7.5 per- 
cent in additional overall 
revenues annually. The per- 
centage increase will vary, 
however, among residen- 
tial, commercial, and indus- 
trial classifications. Aver- 
age residential customers 
using 1,000 kilowatt hours 
of electricity a month would 
seek their costs rise $5.63, 
from $62.35 to $67.98, ac- 
cording to a PE spokesman 

Potomac Edison says it 
is experiencing increased 
costs of operating and main- 
taining electrical facilities 
to provide reliable service 
to it 180,000 customers in 
Maryland. “The company’s 
aging generating facilities, 
which have continuously 
operated at high levels of 
rehability and availability, 
require enhanced levels of 
maintenance to ensure con- 
tinued outstanding operat- 
ing performance. Increases 
in operation and mainte- 
nance expense account for 
75 percent of the requested 
$23 million,” the spokesman 
said. 

The company last filed 
for a rate increase in April 
1991 based on 1990 infor- 
mation, receiving $11.1 :il- 
lion of a requested $27.1 
million. This increase fell 
short of compensating

Background Scripture: 

1 Timothy 6:2c-21. 
Devotional Reading: 

1 John 3:7-12 

Paul never said, as some 
suppose, that money is the 
root of all evil. What Paul 
said was that “the love of 
money 1s the root of all evils" 
(1 Tim. 6:10). [four churches 
were tu ask each of their 
members to sin a statement 
to that effect, I'm sure there 
would be few to refuse or 
disagree. We all acknowledge 
it, almost without exception. 

Yet, though all or most of 
us would gladly agree that 
dependence on material 
things 13 contrary to the gos- 
pel of Jesus Christ, most of 
us seem to live as if matenal 
things are what really mat- 
ter. Most often in our society, 
when spiritual and material 
interests are in conflict, the 
material interests almost in 
variably win out. I realize 
thatis a sweeping statement, 
but, before you disagree to 
heatedly, take a look at your 
daily newspaper or the 
evening television news; in 
each story or report what 
Motivates the person(s) in- 
volved? It is not money, it is 
what money can buy -- or 
what we assume money can 
buy 

THIS CRAVING 

So, when it comes to the 
spiritual vs. the maternal, it 
matters little what we say on 
this subject, if material things 
dominate the lives that we 
lead. Paul suggests that ma- 
terial things become so im- 
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portant to us that they be- 
come a substitute for God: 
"it is through this craving 
that some have wandered 
away from the faith and 
pierced their hearts with 
many pangs’ (6:10b). That is 
also why Jesus said, "You 
cannot serve God and 
money." Ifyou serve the one, 
you cannot also serve the 
other. 

If the preface to his Night 
unto Night, Philip Wylie says 
that “Materialism is man's 
defiant attempt to over- 
shadow destiny with the 
panoply of cities, the hur- 
tling activity of his body, the 
absorption of his five senses 
through ceaseless compul- 
sion -- with toys and furnish- 
ings, games, stone jewelry, 
and fine possessions -- with 
listening and looking and 
smelling and touching and 
tasting -- with all and every- 
thing that serves to stave off 
introspection for a minute, 
an hour, a lifetime.” Things 
keep us from being aware of 
God or even realizing our 
need for Him. 

NOT TO BE HAUGHTY 

Things also tend to make 
us arrogant and proud. Paul 
says, "As for the rich in this 
world, charge them not to be 
haughty, nor to set their 
hopes on uncertain richesbut 
on God who richly furnishes 
us with everything to enjoy" 
(6:27). Actually, the rich per- 
son is falsely secure, for the 
things to which he looks for 
his comfort and his salvation 
can neither save him, com- 
fort him or even be taken 
along in death. 

Note, that Paul never says 
that we shouldn't have and 
enjoy things, but only that 
we should not depend on 
them and live for them. It's 
not the things that are our 
problem, butourloveof them, 
our tendency to act as if 
things are what really mat- 
ters.

oe season. NBC added 
what is arguably the best

raves but has languished in the 
ratings. For mysterious rea- 
sons, NBC first scheduled the 
subtle adult drama during 
family hour on Tuesday, then 
moved it toa later time slot on 
Friday, an evening when view- 
ers traditionally turn to escap- 
ist fare 

“It’s something that is hard 
to watch peripherally,” says 
Kegina Taylor, who stars in 
the series. which has been re- 
newed for next season, but is 
still scheduled for Friday 
“You have to sit down and be- 
come involved in what's going 
on.” 
“TIL Fly Away” is set ina 
small Southern town in the 
late 50s, Sam Waterston plays 
Forrest Bedford, a local prose 
cutor who is finding a lot of the 
assumptions he grew up with 
and never seriously questioned 
being challenged by a bur- 
geoning civil-rights move- 
ment. Taylor plays Lilly 
Harper, Forrest's black house- 





keeper who looks after his 
three children 

“They re doing a tightrope 
act, and that’s what's so pro- 
vocative about the show.” says 
Taylor “It doesn’t give what 
you would call hit-’em-over 
the-head moralistic lessons 
It's more putting up a mirror 
of society, and people either 
recognize themselves or they 
don't.” 

What makes “I'll Fly Away” 
work is Taylor's quiet and dig- 
nified performance as Lilly 
and her skill in conveying Lil- 
ly’s ambivalence 

“I saw the opportunity in 
this character to show a black 
woman of this period and in 
this profession in a way that 
probably had never been seen 
before,” Taylor says. “And 
that’s what drew me to it 
Many times before you have 
this same character, but she’s 
portrayed as a shadow in the 
household. This character, you 
see her asa woman asa 
mother, as a daughter, asa sis- 
ter, as someone who's recog- 
nizable in the black communi- 
ty, someone with her own 
hopes and dreams.” 

Asked if she has a five-year 
or 10-year career plan, Taylor, 
who comes from Dallas and 
worked primarily in the New 
York theater prior to “I'll Fly 
Away,” laughs 

‘I don't think in terms of 
that,” she says. “But I do write. 
I have some plays in progress 
right now I've written three 
children's books, and I'm look- 
ing for a publisher. And I'm 
very interested in producing.” 

The plays are not being 
written with specific roles for 
herself 

“No,” she says. “I write to 
Suit a muse. I just kind of go 
where the muse takes me.”

Ten new health profes-

cation experiences they had 
within the region. Nine were 
students with the AHEC, 
and the tenth, a Cum 

berland native also com- 
pleted clinical training in 
Western Maryland. “Bill 
Yant, from Baltimore, was 
looking to leave the metro- 
politan area for asmall town 
place to raise a family. Upon 
graduation he entered a 
dental practice in Oakland 
with the dentist who super- 
vised him during his clini- 
cal experience,” Wood said. 

Eight of the 10 are na- 
tives of Western Maryland 
and were encouraged by the 
AHEC efforts to choose 
placements within their 
hometown areas rather 
than move away. Most also 
participated in the Western 
Maryland AHEC’s Clinical 
Education Program and had 
returned home for clinical 
experiences from various 
universities out of the re- 
gion.

As Deadlines Approach, Congress 
Moves On Several Ag Measures 


With the August recess 
looming next week and 
scant legislative time avail- 
able in the fall because of 
the elections, a flurry of 
agriculture-related legisla- 
tion ismoving through Con- 
gress, mostly on the appro- 
priations bills, which fund 
various government agen 
cles 

Buried in one such bill 
passed by the House is a 
Farm Bureau-opposed pro- 
vision that calls for the Na 
tional Academy of Sciences 
(NAS) to study wetlands and 
how they are delineated 

The House passed the 
wetlands study provision in 
the Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency funding bill. It 
would provide $500,000 for 
the study 

Mark Maslyn, an Ameri- 
can Farm Bureau Federa- 
tion assistant director of 
national affairs, said: “Farm 
Bureau is strongly opposed 
to the NAS study. It is an 
attempt by environmental 
groups to delay final resolu- 
tion of the wetlands delin- 
eation issue ” 

The Senate Appropria- 
tions committee was sched- 
uled to work on its version 
of the EPA funding bill at 
press time. Farm Bureau is 
working to keep the wet- 
lands study provision out of 
the Senate version 

That panel backed Farm 
Bureau’s position against a 
grazing fee increase when 
it passed the Interior De- 
partment funding bill last 
week. The Senate measure 
does not contain a grazing 
fee hike, as the House ver- 
sion does

The $61.4 billion USDA 
spending bill that passed 
the Senate last week would 
make several majorchanges 
in ag-related programs 
One, spongored by Agricul- 
ture Committee Chairman 
Sen. Patrick Leahy (D-Vt.), 
would reinstate the wet- 
lands reserve program 
Leahy’s amendment would 
restore funding for the pro- 
gram to protect 61,500 acres 
of wetlands 

The House had earlier 
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Bernice Kepple, Farm Editor 
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passed an agriculture ap- 
propriations bill without 
funding the wetlands re- 
serve. 

Also included in the Sen- 
ate Agriculture Appropria- 
tions bill were measures 
that would end USDA's 
streamlined meat inspec- 
tion program and that 
would defer any additional 
sign-up of acreage in the 
conservation reserve pro- 
gram 

Another measure that 
would continue the 25 per- 
cent health insurance de- 
duction for the self-em- 
ployed was passed by the 
Senate Finance Committee. 
It's part of the “urban uid/ 
economic growth” package 
that contains some of Presi- 
dent Bush’s proposals from 
his State of the Union mes- 
sage. It does not, however, 
cuntain a capital gains tax 
cut, which is causing Re- 
publican opposition to the 
package

By August 2 kernels in 
early com were beginning 
to dent, and some soybeans 
were setting pods.

An average of 4.9 days 
was suitable for fieldwork 
during the week ending 
August 2, according to the 
Maryland Agricultural Sta- 
tistics Service. Across the 
state, 17 percent of the top- 
soil was short of moisture, 
7& percent was adequate 
and five percent had sur- 
plus moisture. Subsoil mois-

Wetlands: A Study Ain’t The Answer 


Involving the National Academy of Sciences in the wet- 
lands controversy will not solve the dilemma The wetlands 
problem 1s not a result of the lack of science but the lack of 
aclear and raticnal policy established by Congress to guide 
that science 

Instead of taking responsibility, the House again wants 
to sidestep the issue and buy time. The amendment included 
in the House version of the Environmental Protection Agency 
appropnations bill would provide one more excuse for Con- 
gress and the White House to put off any meaningful 
solution. 

A $500,000 NAS study would not be a magic bullet. It 
wouldn't clarify or solve the controversy. The controversy 
centers around policy not science. It’s Congress’ rule to set 
clear and rational policy based on science 

Those who are subject to wetlands regulations have been 
sent muddled signals over the last five years. Two wetlands 
delineation manuals have been issued and the draft of a 
third has been floating around since last August. The EPA, 
the Fish and Wildlife Service, the Army Corp of Engineers 
and others have studied, examined and clarfied the scien- 
tific aspects of the controversy Another scientific review in 
and of itself isn’t gong to make Congress clear up this mess, 

At this late date, the wetlands controversy isn't about 
science. It’s about public policy-making choices from among 
various competing interests and concerns. Whenever and 
whatever the academy might conclude, the various interests 
and concerns will still be around 

To date, 175 House members have co-sponsored the 
Hayes-Ridge wetlands bill (H.R 1330). A handful of others 
have backed a wetlands study. It was defeated last year and 
should be again this year The Senate Appropnations Com- 
mittee should reject this nonsense

Bus Drivers To 
Be Tested For 
Illegal Drug Use 


The State Board of Edu 
cation voted last week to 
require local school systems 
to administer drug tests to 
the states 8,000 public 
school busdrivers beginning 
duly 1, 1993 

State School Supennten- 
dent Nancy Grasmick said, 
“This regulation will 
strengthen our efforts to 
ensure that every student 
riding a school bus 1s as- 
sured of a safe trip each 
day.” 

Dr. Grasmick said the 
regulation isconsistent with 
Governor Schaefer's strong 
drug-free workplace pulicy 

The regulations require 
local school systems to 
implement drug testing pro- 
grams that meet or exceed 
U.S Department of Trans- 
portation standards The 
programs will include test- 
ing driver trainees before 
they transport students; 
testing at least half of driv- 
ers selected randomly 
throughout the year, test- 
ing drivers suspected of us- 
ing illegal drugs; and, at 
the discretion of the school 
system, testing drivers im- 
mediately after they have 
been involved in a school 
bus accident 

Under the regulations, 
school bus drivers who test 
positive will be permanently 
disqualified from operating 
aschool bus The same pen- 
alty will be imposed on a 
driver who fails to show up 
for an ordered drug test

In the operation of the 
child feeding program, no 
child will be discriminated 
against because of race, 
color, sex, age, handicap, 
national origin, or ability to 
pay If any member of a 
household believes they 
have been discriminated 
against, they should write 
to the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture, Washington, D.C. 
20250 

Because of federal re 
quirements, counties verify 
income information con- 
tained on three percent of 
all approved applications for 
free and reduced price 
meals. Applications will not 
be verified until after they 
have been approved. The 
applications to be verified 
will be randomly selected, 
and households selected for 
verification will be notified 
by the school and told what 
type of documentation they 
will have to submit to prove 
that their income has been 
correctly reported on the 
application 

A copy of the current 
policy will be on file and 
accessible to parents in each 
school. Parents who are dis- 
satisfied with the ruling on 
benefits for their children 
may appeal the decision ac 
cording to procedures out- 
lined in the policy state-

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Sarbanes Bill 
To Help Clean Up 
Mine Drainage 


Senator Paul Sarbanes 
has introduced legislation 
that will provide stateswith 
the flexibility and additional 
resources needed to clean 
up environmental] problems 
associated with acid mine 
drainage from abandoned 
coal mines 

“Abandoned mine drain- 

age is the unfortunate 
legacy of coal mining in the 
years before environmental 
laws were enacted requir- 
ing coal companies to re- 
claim mined land,” Sar- 
banes said. “After the coal 
was extracted, the land was 
left riddled with coal waste, 
known as gob piles, and 
pock-marked with holes. 
The mining also unearthed 
sulfur compounds and met- 
als such asaluminum, man 
ganese and iron. When ex- 
posed to the elements, the 
sulfur compounds produce 
sulfuric acid which in turn 
leaches metal loads into the 
streams, poisoning the wa- 
ter and killing the fish and 
vegetation. There are more 
than 7,600 miles of streams 
in 11 states that are ad- 
versely affected by aban- 
doned mine drainag. 

The te gislition Senator 
Sarbanes introduced Tues- 
day will enable states to 
utilize more of their alloca 
tions under the Abandoned 
Mine Reclamation Fund for 
environmental remediation 
activities 

Sarbanes noted that the 
Senate Appropriations 
Committee late last month 
approved his request for 
$660,000 in funding to help 
the State of Maryland use 
limestone to reduce the 
damage from acid mine 
drainage in the North 
Branch of the Potomac 
River

lems, the acidic runoff has

Health Dept. To Offer Free Breast 
And Cervical Cancer Screenings 


Officials from the Garrett 
County Health Department 
this week announced that a 
grant has been provided that 
will allow all eligible women 
in the county to receive free 
breast and cervical cancer 
screening tests by the physi- 
cian of their choice and, 
according to Jackie Snelson, 
director of Personal Health 
at the Health Department, 
virtually every family prac- 
tice physician in the county 
has agreed to cooperate with 
the program 

Women who qualify are 
those who are 40 years of 
age or older, uninsured or 
underinsured, and who meet 


the income requirements 
according to the size of their 
families. Underinsured wom- 
en are those whose insur- 
ance does not cover mam- 
mography, who have a $100 
deductible which has not 
been met, or have more than 
a 20% co-payment. 

‘We're off and running,” 
stated Snelson, who ex- 
plained that the grant pro- 
vided by the Center for Dis- 
ease Control (CDC Breast 
and Cervical Cancer Screen- 
ing Grant will provide wom- 
en who qualify a health 
check voucher and PAP 
smear materials. Those PAP 
smears will be read by the 
Roche Laboratories and 
mammograms will be taken 
at Garrett County Memorial 
Hospital. These services, 
including a $40 fee for the 
examining physician will be 
paid by the grant funds.

Employment in Maryland 
increased in June for the 
fourth consecutive month 
However, it lagged slightly 
behind the expansion of the 
civihan labor force, causing 
the state’s unemployment 
rate toinch up from 6.7 per- 
cent in May to6.Y percent in 
June 

Meanwhile, Garrett 
County's jobless rate plum 
meted from 15.3 percent in 
May tol1.1 percent inJune 
TheJune 1991 rate was 10.1 
percent. 

The increase in the state 
unemployment rate was due 
in large part to normal sea- 
sonal factors, such as the 
entry of students and sum- 
mer workers into the labor 
force. An increase in the un- 

employment rate 1s normal 
for June 

As students and summer 
workersentered theiobmar- 
ket, Maryland's civilian la- 
hor force rose by nearly 54,400 
people, reaching 2,655,716, 
its highest total ever Em 
ployment also increased by 
about 48,000 people to a 
monthly high of 2.473,146 
June'semployment increase, 
while the second best gainof 
the year, was less than the 

labor force €x pansion, caus- 
ing unemployment to nse by 
7.060 people.

Zebra Mussel 
Info Program 
Slated At Lake 


The Deep Creek Lake 
Recreation Area has sched- 
uled a public information 
meeting to discuss the pos- 
sible threat of zebra mussels 
to Deep Creek Lake. The 
meeting is scheduled for Fri- 
day, August 28, in htoom 307 
ofthe Continuing Education 
Building at Garrett Commu- 
nity College. The program 
will begin at 7 p.m. 

First observed in the 
Great Lakes in 1988, zebra 
mussels may have been in- 
troduced when transoceanic 
ships discharged ballast wa- 
ter into Lake St. Clair near 
Detroit. The mussels have 
spread throughout the Great 
Lakes, causing major prob- 


lems in power plants and 
water treatment facilities, 
where they clog intake and 
outflow pipes 

The rapid spread of the 
zebra mussel is primarily a 
result of its reproductive ca- 
pacity: females can produce 
more than 30,000 eggs per 
season. The fertilized eggs 
developed intofree swimming 
larvae, called veligers, that 
stay afloat for several weeks 
before settling onto the stable 
surfaces. Once settled, the 
mussel will likely live from 
three to five years 

Adult zebramussels look 
hke small clams with yellow 
ish or brown D-sbaped shells, 
usually with alternating 
dark and light bands. Most 
are under an inch long. 
though they can grow aslerge 
as two inches In the larval 
stage, they are so small they 
are essentially invisible to 
thenakedeye 

Because the zebra mussel 
threatensevery industry that 
depends on water, it hasthe 
potential to cause problems 
for many industries and mu 
nicipal services, and may in 
directly affect virtually ev 
ery citizenin Maryland and 
the Chesapeake region if it 


becomes established, accord 
ing to the Department of 
Natural Resources 

It is not clear at the 
present how much Deep 
Creek Lake is at risk, the 
DNR said. The Sea Grant 
Program andthe Deep Creek 
Lake Recreation Area are 
conducting monitoring pro 
grams on the lake this sum 
mer in an effort to determine 
the presence of zebra musse| 
larvae

Receiving an award of 
$51,770is the Western Mary- 
land Interfaith Housing De- 
velopment Corporation which 
serves Garrett, Allegany, 
Washington, Frederick, and 
Carroll counties. 


“MAHICAP helps non- 
profit housing developers ad 
dress the needsof Marvland’s 
low income famihes,’ said 
Governor Schaefer. “With the 
state funding the planning 
and operational costs, non- 
profit agencies can focus their 
effortson providing housing,” 
he added 

MAHCAP was estab- 
hshed asa demonstration in 
1990 by the General Assem 
bly to supply funds to help 
pay for certain administra- 
tive costs such as staff sala- 
nes and training. Fundscan 
also be used to hire planning 
and fundingconsultants. 

Only nonprofit housing 
development corporations are 
eligible to apply, with the 
maximum grant being 
$65,000 over a two-year pe- 
riod. Grants are awardedon 
acompetitive basis. 

“MAIICAPfunds must be 
matched so this gives the lo- 
cal governments and other 
funding sources an opportu- 
nity to partner with the state 
to help eliminate the lack of 
affordable housing,” said

Baltimore Man

A 41-year-old Baltimore 
man was found guilty by a 
jury on two charges of 
battery last week in Garrett 
County Circuit Court.

The defendant made a 
motion of acquittal to all 
charges, and the motion was

Tips For Choosing And Using 
Care Homes For Frail Elderly 


1 Anyone operating a care home that provides care and 
supervision (for a fee) for two or more frail elderly people 
must be registered, certified or licensed by a state govern 
ment agen y. 

People caring for 2-4 elderly must be registered through 
the Departmentof Health and Mental Hygiene. This process 
is relatively new. Registration forms and information can be 
obtained by contacting the local Health Department. The 
registration process does not include regular monitonng 

Homes caring for 4-15 elderly (there 1s overlap at four), 
may be certified through the Maryland Office on Aging 
These homes are called Group Senior Assisted Housing 
Homes and need to pass fire, health and safety inspections, 
menu and contract approvals, and adhere to state regula 
tions. The State Office on Aging monitors the homes annu 
ally and the local Area Agency on Aging monitors at least 
quarterly with both announced and unannounced visits. 

Homes caring for five or more individuals (elderly and 
non-elderly) may be licensed as Domiciliary Care Homes by 
the State Department of Health and Mental Hygiene 
Domiciliary Care Homes must adhere to state regulations 
and are monitored by the State Department of Health and 
Mental Hygiene. 

2. All care homes are required to display thew registra 
tion, certificate or license. If the authorizations are not 
visible, ask the provider to show them to you. If the provider 
states they are not available for whatever reason, ask forthe 
number of the state agency involved and check with that 
agency. If the provider claims to have other skills, ask to see 
certificates or licenses. Personal references are not suffi- 
cient. 

3. When visiting a potential home, or visiting your 
relative after he/she has been placed, make unannounced 
visits penodically. Make sure that you see the bedrooms, and 
areas of the home other than the living room or foyer. If 
possible, help your relative change clothes to observe signs 
of bruises. 

4. Visit at mealtimes so that you can see the quality and 
quantity of food. How 1s the food being prepared? Are meals 
ones that you would want to eat? 

5. Legitimate homes should have a contract available for 
inspection that would he signed by the care provider and the 
resident/family. That contract should include the monthly 
fee of the housing and care, and should specify what 1s and 
is not included in the monthly fee. If there is no contract, 
prepare one yourself or ask the provider to prepare one. 
Without something in writing, you have no proof of any 
agreed upon arrangements, and you have less legal recourse 
if service and/or money arrangements are not consistent 
with what has been promised. 

6. Homes should request and receive background medh- 
cal information from a physician. Residents should also be 
asked for current communicable disease information 

7. Ask about a typical day at the home. Residential care 
homes are not required to provide activities, but the degree 
of interaction between residents and between the resident 
and the care provider may give valuable information. Resi- 
dent involvement in normal family chores (setting the table, 
folding laundry) demonstrates a degree of involvement. 

8. Care homes should maintain the resident in a safe 
environment. Ask about staffing when the care provider 1s 
out of the home. Whenever possible, meet weekend or relief 
staff. Is the home secured to prevent wandering, and still 


allow the resident to be able to exit in the event of emer- 
gency? Do they have a fire exit plan? Locking the residents 
in the home or a room where they are unable to get out is 
against the law 

9, Although the care provider does not have to be awake 
24 hours/day, how is the provider aware of emergencies 
chent needs? 

If you know of unauthorized homes in your neighbor- 
hood, have questions about placing a relative in acare home, 
about a relative currently in a care home or about opening 
a care home yourself, call the Garrett County Health De- 
partment at 334-8112 or the Area Agency on Aging at 334- 
5856. For informatioryregulations for Senior Assisted Hous- 
ing contact Alice Bell at 334-8409 or 334-5856.

MACo Issues Report Projecting 
More Cuts For Garrett County 


The Maryland Association 
of Counties (MACo) recently 
issued a report showing 
budgetary cuts that have 
already taken place through- 
out the state and those the 
association predicts will take 
place before the end of the 
current fiscal year. According 
to the report, Garrett Coun- 
ty still stands to lose 
$745,199 in state aid, in 
addition to the recent cuts 
that amounted to $269,334. 

The report stated that 
Deputy Secretary of Mary- 
land Budget and Fiscal Plan- 
ning Fred Puddester has 
estimated that the state will 
have to make an additional 
$170 million in total reduc- 
tions in order to keep the 
FY93 budget balanced. Other 
fiscal experts reportedly 
believe the shortfall will be 
even greater. 

Garrett County Commis- 
sioner John Braskey, mem- 
ber and former president of 
MACo, _Teported that the 
association’s projections are 
based on what the state is 
allowed to cut from the 
budget without legislative 
approval. Those cuts would 
reportedly need only the 
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side of Jennings Randolph 
Dam. Currently the only ac- 
cess ison the West Virginia 
side of the impoundment 
which requires the 20-mile 
drive from Oakland. 


approval of the Board of 
Public Works, comprised of 
Governor William Donald 
Schaefer, Comptroller Louis 
Goldstein, and Treasurer 
Lucille Maurer. 

The areas that could still 
be cut in Garrett County 
include $294,250 in targeted 
aid; $280,914 in the commu- 
nity college formula; 
$106,626 in community 
college retirement; $60,003 
in education; $695 in health, 
and $2,886 in public safety. 

According to Braskey, 
MACo spokespersons believe 
these cuts will be made 
although no official an- 
nouncements to that effect 
have confirmed that predic- 
tion.

Governor William Donald

landers to gain access tothe 
952-acre Jennings Randolph 
Dam lake in Garrett County 

without driving 20 miles 
roundtrip through West Vir- 
ginia 

The overall project is a 

major cooperative effort be- 
tween DNR, the Maryland 
DepartmentofEnvironment, 
the State Highway Adminis- 
tration, U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers, U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife, Garrett County, 
Westvaco Corporation, and 
CSX Railroad. 

“This is an extremely 

valuable recreational re- 
source for the citizens of 
Maryland,” Governor 
Schaefer said. “It will offer 
yet another attraction to 
Western Maryland’sgrowing 
tourism industry and it’s be- 
ing accomplished through a 
joint effort of state, federal 
andcounty government agen- 
cies as well as private indus- 
try.” 
The road construction is 
the first phase ofa state plan 
to construct boat launching 
facilities, a parking lot, acom- 
fort station and administra- 
tive facilities on the Mary- 
land side of the lake. 

The National Guard will 
clear and grub 2.2 miles of 
the Mt. Zion Road right-of- 
way which runs off Route

The “All American,” the 
only fully restored and flying 
B-24 in the world, and the 
B-17 Flying Fortress "Nine- 
O-Nine’ will fly over Garrett

Both aircraft hava been 
restored by the Collings 
Foundation, a non-profit 
organization baeed in Stow, 
Maaa.

tions were presented to the 
students on tree identifica- 
tion, silviculture, reforesta- 
tion and tree planting, urban 
forestry, non-tidal wetlands, 
biodiversity, wildlife manage- 
ment, resource protection, 
and resource utilization, 
among others.

Sarbanes Bill 
Continued from Page A-1 
left a major segment of our 


nation’s river, the Potomac 
River. virtually devoid of 
hfe,” he said. “Much of the 
North Branch of the 
Potomac, from its headwa 
ters near Kempton, Marv 
land, to the Jennings 
Randolph Lake, 1s biologi- 
cally dead. 1 recently vis- 
ited this area and an aban- 
doned mine site just north 
of the Jennings Randolph 
Lake and saw first-hand the 
environmental devastation 
caused by acid mine drain- 
age 

“Nearly 700 miles of the 
North Branch’s streams are 
currently incapable of sup- 
porting fish and other 
aquatic life because of this 
drainage,” Sarbanes point- 
ed out. “Along this stretch 
of the Potomac there are 
over 4,000 acres of aban- 
doned mine lands, includ 
ing the worst offender, 
Kempton Mines, which dis- 
charges approximately 
three million gallons of 
abandoned mine drainage 
each day ” 


The Surface Mining Con- 
trol and Reclamation Act of 
1977 (SMCIRA) established 
a program for current min- 
ing activities requiring land 
reclamation and control of 
acid drainage at active mine 
sites to assure that today’s 
mines donot become tomor- 
rows abandoned mines It 
also established an Atan 
doned Mine Lands Recla- 
mation (AMI) Fund. paid 
for by a fee imposed on cur- 
rent mining production, to 
address problems caused by 
abandoned coal mines. Cur 
rent law and regulations 
require that priority be 
placed on alleviating public 
health and safety problems 
posed by abandoned mine 
lands States are authorized 
to set aside up to ten per 
cent of thear allocations un 
der the AMI. Fund annu 
ally in a special account for 
addressing adverse environ 
mental effects caused by 
abandoned mine acid drain 
age 

‘These funds are insuf 
ficient to clean up the acid 
mine drainage problems, ’ 
Sarbanes said “My bill 
would provide greater flex 
ibility for states to use ex 
isting abandoned mine rec 
lamation funds for acid mine 


drainage abatement as well 
as health and safety prob- 
lems. It would increase from 
10 tv 30 percent the portion 
of astate’s abandoned mines 
reclamation funds that 
could be set aside for ad- 
dressing environmental 
problems caused by acid 
drainage. Additionally, it 
authorizes a discretionary 
grants program enabling 
states to apply for up to 50 
percent cost share of an acid 
mine abatement project, 
potentially doubling avail- 
able funds 

“Great progress has been 
made in restoring the health 
of America’s rivers in the 
three decades since Presi- 
dent Lyndon Johnson 
vowed tu make the Potomac 
a national model for restor- 
ing the nation’s waters,” 
Sarbanes continued. “To- 
day, much of the Potomac is 
ahaven for fish and wildlife 
and provides tremendous 
recreational and economic 
opportunities. However, the 


North Branch of the 
Potomac remains in marked 
contrast to these improve 
ments 

“The states of Marvland 
and West Virginia and the 
Interstate Commission on 
the Potomac River Basin 
have been working together 
in a cooperative effort to 
restore the North Branch’s 
health, improving the qual 
ity of life and opening tre 
mendous opportunities for 
economic development in- 
cluding tourism and outdoor 
recreation, Sarbanes 
added. “The job cannot be 
accomplished without the 
assistance made available 
under this legislation. The 
Nortl Branch of the 
Potomac is only one of many 
areasthat could greatly ben- 
efit from improved environ- 
mental conditions made pos- 
sible by this measure.”

Snelson pointed out that 
the Health Department has 
been grateful for the support 
of the hospital in initiating 
the program through Well- 
ness Together. “It was a 
great start for the program,” 
she said, adding that a total 
of 77 women participated in 
the cancer screenings this 
vear during the month of 
June through that program 

The CDC grant will also 
pay for some follow-up ser- 
vices, and Snelson reported 
that several board-certified 
gynecologists in Cumberland 
have agreed to provide those 
services. The grant will not 
cover surgeries or breast 
biopsies but the Health De- 
partment will assist women 
in arranging for those servic- 
es, if needed 

Snelson noted that the 
grant applies only to Mary- 
land women, adding that a 
similar program has been in 
place in West Virgima for 
the past year and women 
from neighboring West Vir- 
ginia counties should seek 
assistance in that state

Canada Geese 
Nesting Season 


Is Rated Poor 


Governor Willhham 
Donald Schaefer announced 
last week that the Mary- 
land Department of Natu- 
ral Resources (DNR) has 
found that recent surveys 
in eastern Canada indicate 
Atlantic Population Canada 
geese have experienced an- 
other poor nesting season. 

The Atlantic Population, 
which nests in Newfound- 
land and throughout much 
of Quebec, has major nest- 
ing concentrations around 
the Ungava Bay area and 
northeastern shore of 
Hudson Bay on the Ungava 
Peninsula. The geese that 
winter in Maryland are af- 
filiated with this population. 

Secretary of Maryland 
DNR, Torrey C. Brown, 
M.D., commented, “The 
nesting success of Canada 
geese is strongly influenced 
by the timing of spring snow 
melt.” In general, if geese 
start nesting by early June, 
gosling production will be 
average or higher. However, 
when nesting is delayed 
beyond June 15 by snow 
and ice on nesting areas, 
geese lay fewer eggs. and 
gosling production is mark- 
edly reduced 

Surveys conducted by 
the U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service showed that snow 
and ice coverage was exten: 
sive north of the 54 degree 
latitude (300 miles south of 
where concentrations of 
Canada geese nest) in early 
June. A subsequent survey 
of key nesting areas on the 
Ungava Peninsula in late 
June showed that geese has 
initiated nesting, but late 
spring weather had inter- 
rupted their effort 

Canada goose produc- 
tion from this region 18 ex- 
pected to be well below av- 
erage this year. The fall 
flight of Canada geese this 
year is expected to contain 
few young birds. Conaerva- 
tive hunting regulations for 
migrant Canada geese are 
expected to be continued 
this year to guard against 
over harvest of adult geese

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British Friends Of Local Pharmacist 
Enjoy First Visit To Grantsville

“Our first test upon ar- 
riving in the U.S. wasa six- 
lane highway (leading) from 
Newark airport; and driv 
ing on the ‘wrong’ side of 
the road.” 

Those are the words of 
John Wills, of England, 
where an average home sells 
for nearly a tenth of a mil- 
lion dollars. Wills was be 
ing interviewed by Frost- 
burg radio station WFRB 
recently, regarding his 
family’s visit toGrantaville 

Wills had heard much 
about America through his 
Grantsville friend and host, 
Gerry Beachy. The two be- 
came friends when Gerry 
was 5 years old, living in 
England with his mother, 
Jean Swauger. Eventually 
Beachy and his mother re- 
turned to America, but he 
and Wills maintained their 
friendship by letters, and 
by visits whenever Beachy 
returned to England to see 
Norman Elliot, his grandfa- 
ther in Newton near the 
Wills residence. 

John Wills, a business 
consultant, is married to Val 
and they have two sons, 
Jonathan, 18, and Nicho- 
las, 20, who play in an En- 
glish band. 

The Wills family heard 
so much about Grantsville 
Days from Beachy that they 
crossed the Atlantic tosee it 
themselves. 

‘The timing (of the visit) 
was excellent,” said John 
Wills, referring to the back- 
to-back celebrations of 


Grantaville Days and the 
Fourth of July. “It was a 
good opportunity to meet 
people,” whom he later de- 
scribed as “very friendly.” 

While the senior Willses 

met people, the youngertwo 
made music. On the second 
night of Grantsville Days, 
the band One By One in- 
vited the Wills to join in for 
several numbers. With Nick 
playing lead guitar and 
John handling the key- 
board, the music culminated 
with a blues number that 
brought down the house. 

Beyond musical similari- 
ties, the Grantsville Days 
celebration repeatedly sur- 
prised the Willses, begin- 
ning with the parade, which 
John called “surprisingly 
larger than those in 
England...with many more 
fire trucks.” He also noted 
that, whereas American 
parade units toss candy to 
children, in England people 
throw money at parade par- 
ticipants, who then funnel 
the money to charity. The 
free parking at Grantsville 
Days also surprised John, 
because England events 
usually charge. 

American food was an- 
other series of revelations 
for the family. Said John, 
“Your breakfast is very dif- 
ferent from ours, very sweet 
with maple syrup. We don t 
have that in our country.” 
The younger Wills found 
American grilled hamburg- 
ers “brilliant,” while Val was 
kept busy copying recipes 
for spring salad and other

England. 

“Geographically, we 
were surprised how wooded 
and mountainous the area 
is. Our areais very flat with 
much fewer trees,” John 
said. 

Jonathan and Nicholas 
liked the larger American 
cars, but admitted that such 
vehicles -- and American 
tractor-trailers -- would 
have too tough atime onthe 
narrow, winding British 
roads. 

The brothers enjoyed 
playing basketball, but 
found a football hard to 
throw. 

Asked their views on 
American elections, the 
Willses thought it was ri- 
diculous that the elec-ion 
process runs so long. In 
England, an election con- 
cludes in two to four weeks 
after it is announced. 

On the other govern- 
mental hand, the Willses 
were amazed that the Mary- 
land sales tax 1s only five 
percent; England adds a 17 
percentsalestax. Worse yet, 
English cars and housescost 
roughly twice as much as 
their American equivalents, 
with the average house sell- 
ing for nearly $100,000. And 
a new car that would cost 
$12,000 in America would 
command $22,000 in En- 
gland. 

Speaking for his whole 
family before returning 
home, John said, “We like 
Granteville -- it is very nice 
-- the way of life seems en- 


joyable. We thank the people 


for being so hospitable.”

In contrast to staunch 
supporters for taking 
supplements and vocal op- 
ponents, serious scientists 
and nutrition experts say 
“maybe.” 

The best way for the gen- 
eral public to obtain recom- 
mended levels of nutrients 
1s by eating a variety of 
foods. There are instances 
though that call for vitamin 
and/or mineral supple- 
ments. In case of a pro- 
longed illness, the patient 
may not be able to eat 
enough food or the body may 
not utilize all consumed 
nutrients. Women with ex- 
cessive menstrual bleeding, 
may require extra iron to 
replenish this mineral lost 
with the blood. Pregnant or 
breast feeding women may 
have special needs for iron. 
calcium and folic acid that 
are beyond the amount they 
are able to consume 

Strict vegetarians often 
do not get enough calcium, 
zinc, and vitamin B12. 
Women during and after 
menopause may need cal- 
cium supplements if they 
have a propensity toward 
osteoporosis. Some medica- 
tions may interfere with the 
body’s utilization of certain 
nutrients; be sure to ask 
your physician or a nutri- 
tionist. 

It may not be a surprise 
that whole groups of people 
may be at risk for vitamin 
and mineral deficiencies: 
teens who seem to subsist 
on soft dmnks and fast foods; 
also the elderly, especially 
those lhving alone, who do 
not eat enough, or cannot 
shop and cook properly 

The one caution against 
taking supplements 1s that 
many people still feel if a 
little 1s good, more must be 
better. Excess intake of 
some supplements can be 
dangerous (for instance 
overdosing on vitamin A can 
lead to liver damage) 

How do you know you 
are getting enough of the 
essential nutrients? Keep

careful track of all you nor- 
mally eat for one to four 
weeks. The log needs to in- 
clude details like the sugar 
in your coffee, butter and/or 
salt on your vegetables, diet 
or regular soft drinks; just 
writing chicken sandwich 
isnot enough. The computer 
evaluating a diet needs to 
know details such as what 
type of bread and how much. 
Was any spread added, and 
how much? Wasthechicken 
fried, baked, etc., and was 
the skin on? The more de- 
tailed information increases 
the accuracy of the diet 
evaluation and recom- 
mended 

If you are concerned 
about the cost of food, the 
writeremphasizes that good 
nutrition can be achieved 
by utilizing homegrown 
foods at a lower cost. Also 
consider that dog food and 
paper towels are not foods.

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RIGHT WORDS & 
WRONG DEEDS 
August 16, 1992 


Background Scripture: 
2 Timothy 2:1-19. 

Devotional Reading: 
Phillippians 1:12-18. 


Somewhere in the wmt- 
ing of Soren Kierkegaard 
there is a comment about a 
certain bishop. "Oh," says 
Theologian Kierkegaard, "his 
sermons are all right, I sup- 
pose, but soon God will call 
himtocome home, andwhen 
he does, it will not be to 
preach, but to be judged.” 
Ouch"! That hurts preach- 
erswhere we live. Tobe sure, 
we know better; still, we tend 
to act as if our spoken words 
will make or break our rela- 
tionship with God. 

After all this time, we still 
have trouble getting it right: 
being a disciple of Jesus 
Chnst has more to do with 
deedsthan it does with words. 
The writer of 2 Timothy says 
clearly, "charge them betore 
the Lord to avoid disputing 
about words, which does no 
good, but only ruins the hear- 
ers" (2Tim. 2:14). How many 
Christians and_ their 
churches have we seen ru- 
ined by “disputing about 
words? The epistle to Timo- 
thy goes on to say, “Avoid 
such godless chatter, for it 
will lead people into more 
andmore ungod)iness: (2:16). 

THE RIGHT WORDS 

This may sound strange, 
but “disputing about words" 
and “godless chatter,” no 
matter what the religious 
context, does actually lead 
us "into more and more un- 
godliness." When we think 
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we have the right words 
about God, it inflates ouregos 
and we become very proud of 
those words. So, although we 
are talking about Goad, we 
act very ungodly. Isnt that 
one of Jesus’ criticisms about 
the Phansees? They knew 
thenght words, but they still 
didn't do the right deeds. 

I'mnot saying there's any- 
thing wrong with talking 
about God with words. We 
have to use words to commu- 
nicate with each other. And 
certainly some words, when 
speaking about God and our 
faith, are better than others. 
But, what we must always 
remember is that all words 
are, at best, inadequate to 
capture the fullness and the 
depth of our encounter with 
God. If we could adequately 
expressour relationship with 
God in words, our relation- 
ship would not be worth very 
much. Our words should 
make us humble, not proud 

The same is true with 
Jesus. None of our titles for 
Jesuscapturesthe full mean- 
ing of him and I suspect that 
is why in the gospels he is so 
reluctant to accept the titles 
they wanted to give him. 
Even the term "Messiah" 
seemed to make him uneasy 
because he knew people's 
talse expectations could lead 
them into the wrong ideas 
about him 

WRONG/DLEDS 

What is important to the 
writer of 2 Timothy is the 
way his readers live their 
lives. After admonishing 
them to “avoid disputing 
about words," he goes on to 
say: "Do your hest to present 
yourself as one approvec, a 
workman whohasnoneed to 
be ashamed, rightly handling 
the word of truth"(2:15). How 
do we "rightly handle” the 
word of truth? 

The answer: by doing and 
even being the truth. If we 
do, "The Lord knows those 
who are his" (2°19).

My scene opens when 
Bonnie Parker was 12 years 
old and wins the Dallas County 
Spelling bee. It’s the story of

“T asked that Originally 
when I got the script.” admits 
Dana Ashbrook (“Twin 
Peaks”), who plays Clyde Bar- 
row in the Fox version.

“Bonnie and Clyde: The True 
Story” tries to stick closer to

“Clyde was absolutely cold-

“They would only rob small

POp stores.” says Ashbrook 

They hit very few banks 
They were two young kids 
20-year-old kids running 
around knocking off stores.” 

Even our most lasting im- 

pression of the real Bonnie 
Parker (played in the Fox 
movie by Tracey Needham) 
isn't completely real. “The 
famous photograph of Bonnie 
with a cigar and machine gun 
was actually a photograph of 
her with a rose and a machine 
gun.” says Hoffman “When 
the roll of film was found by 
the police they left it behind 
during a shoot-out — the police 
Rave it to a newspaper The 
newspaper through some pho 

to process, painted in a cigar 
over the rose to give the image 
of the gun moll and to further 
that mythology * 

This movie emphasizes its 
subjects relative youth. Clyde 
was 25 when they were killed 
in a police ambush, and Bonnie 
was 23. their crime spree last- 
ed four years. “The movie is 
about. really. two people who 
felt they had no options in their 
life for really different rea- 
sons,” says Hoffman. “And 
they came together at this 
strange time in American his- 
tory in a rural place that was 
hot and dusty with no future.”

espionage on what their de 
fenders sav was less than abso 
lute evidence. Cohn went on to 
outmaneuver the young Rob- 
ert Kennedy to become the 
chief counsel to Sen Joseph 
McCarthy s infamous Perma- 
nent Subcommittee on Invest: 





gations. and he was the driving 
force behind McCarthy's Com- 
munist witch hunts 

After McCarthy was de 
stroyed. Cohn began a lucra- 
tive private law practice. then 
was nearly disbarred on 
charges of bilking a client out 
of $100.000 Later in life, he be- 
came a bizarre boulevardier 
in New York City. appearing in 
chic mghtspots with his glam- 
orous, high-society friends 

He was a man whose highest 
professed ideal was loyalty. 
but who left the flotsam of 
ruined allies and enemies 
alike in his wake In the words 
of “Citizen Cohn.” he was a 
“Jew who persecuted Jews. a 
@ay who crucified gays, prac 
ticed law before the greatest 
courts and stole from every- 
one ” Clearly, this was nota 
man paralyzed by an excess f 
introspection 

‘Citizen Cohn” begins as 
Cohn (James Woods) lies in a 
hospital, dying of AIDS. but de- 
fiant and snarling to the end 
He is visited by the ghosts of 
those he has wronged. who 
lead him to review his life in a 
kind of psychotropic version of 
°A Christmas Carol ” It's a de- 
vice that is better suited to the 
stage than to the naturalism of 
film, but it serves the purpose 
well enough 

In what 1s his best role in 
years. James Woods tears 
through “Citizen Cohn” like a 
mastiff on a meat wagon He 
bears little physical resem 
blance to the real Cohn. but he 
perfectly replicates Cohns 
burp-gun speech patterns and 
relentless. malevolent energy 
The glitter in his Cohn s eyes is

At Rest Stops 
Benefit Blind 

When you buy a snack 

from a Maryland rest stop 

vehine, you're do- 
ing more than satisfying a 
craving -- you're helping the 
blind. 

According to Governor 
Wilham Donald Schaefer, all 
tundscollected from venting 
machinesat Maryland’shigh- 
way rest stops benefit blind 
vendors at more than 80 gov- 
crnment facilities through- 
out Maryland. 

The funds are adminis- 
tered by the Division of Voca- 
tional Rehabilitation (DVR) 
under the Maryland Depart- 
ment of Education. 

“Maryland has acommit- 
ment todeveloping programs 
that benefit its disabled and 
physically challenged citi- 
ans,” said Governor William 
donald Schaefer. “The vend- 
ing machine program is in- 
duwativeofthat commitment.” 

According to Hal Kaasoff, 
Administrator forthe Mary- 
land State Highway Admin- 
istration (SHA), the program 
has netted approximately 
$325,000 for the blind in the 
past vear. 

The blind vendors pro- 
gram isin effect at 11 of the 
12 SHA administered rest 
stops along Maryland inter- 
state and primary highwavs. 
Between 60 and 70 vending 
machine dispensing snacks 
andother:tems are now used 
at the sites. 

‘Though SHA is not re- 
quired to have vending ma- 
chines or sell goods of any 
kind at the rest stops, we see 
thisasanopportunity to help 

visually impaired citizens,” 
Kassotf said 
The federal Randolph- 
Shepherd Act of 1935 per- 
mits states to establish a li- 
censing authority for vend- 
ing services, like cafeterias, 
in government buildings. In 
Maryland, that licensing 
agency isthe DVR which co- 
ordinates the blind vendors

However, it’s the federal 
Kennely Act, Peeples ex- 
plained, which addresses who 
has the right tosell products 
at rest and recreation areas 
along federally aided high- 
ways. 

“Kennely says a state 
shall give priority to vending 
machines operated by the 
state licensing agency ases- 
tablished under Randolph- 
Shepherd. Since the DVR is 
the state licensing agency, 
we are able to place vending 
machines at the rest stops 
and collect the proceeds for 
the blind vendors program,” 
Peeples said.

“Some of the vendingcon- 
tractors, through their con- 
tracts with DVR, have built 
vending shelters at the rest 
areas. These shelters were 
designed by the SHA to be 
attractive and visually com- 
patible with the rest area,” 
Adamssaid.

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House Approves Animal And 
Research Facilities Protection Act 


The Farm Animal and 
Research Facilities Protec 
tion Act (H.R 2407) passed 
by voice vote in the House of 
Repreaentatives last week 
with few changes to the 
orginal Farm Bureau sup 
ported bill introduced by 
Rep. Charles Stenhelm (D 
Texas) 

This ta an example of 
Farm Bureau's capacity to 
achieve long-term goals. 
said Richard Newpher, ex 
ecutive director of the 
American Farm Bureau 
Federation's Washington 
office. “We are grateful to 
Mr. Stenholm for his lead 
ership and toall of the state 
Farm Bureaus that worked 
so hard on this issue ” 

The effort started four 
years ago with ideas for leg 
islation and seeking con 
gressional members to sup- 
port it. It was meant to be a 
way to slow down animal 
rights extremists from their 
terrorism of laboratories 
and farms 

Stenholm said, “We must 
provide federal safeguards 
to the men and women who 
work in the research field 
and in this nations food 
production system These 
industries are crucial to 
each and every one of us 
and. if we fail to act, we run 
the risk not only oflost cures 
and medical treatments, but 
also of a more costly food 
supply ” 

“It will send a strong 
Message to animal rights 
extremists that Congress 
wil not put up with their 
terrorist activities,” 
Newpher said. The bill had 
264 co-sponsors 

If signed into law the act 
would apply to violent and 
destructive acts against any 
research, agricultural or 
exhibition facility housing 
animals that result in eco- 
nomic or research losses to- 
taling $10.000 or more, and 
would provide three levels 
of penalties, including fines, 

jail sentences and restitu 
tion

ages to $25,000 Farm Bu 
reau said a $50,000 thresh 
old would have allowed dev- 
astating crimes to occur on

After the Judiciary Com- 
mittee approval of the weak- 
ened bill, the two commit- 
tees -- Judiciary and Agri- 
culture -- worked out the 
compromise passed by the 
House 

The final version in 
cluded two major alterna- 
tions to the Agriculture 
Committee-passed bill 
These changes established 
a$10,000threshold for dam- 
ages for federal involvement 
and moved it from the agri- 
culture title to the criminal 
title in federal cade The 
House Agriculture Commit 
tee will retain jurisdiction 

‘This compromise legis- 
lation has the strong sup- 
port of hundreds of agricul- 
tural organizations and bio- 
medical and research 
groups from around the 
country,” Gekas said ‘It 
maintains acareful balance 
between the right of animal 
rights groups tolegitimately 
protest and the right of fa 
cilities to have adequate 
protection from illegal and 

sometimes violent activities 
engaged in by animal nights 
extremists ” 

Last year the Senate 
passed a Research Facili- 


ties Protection Act intro- 
duced by Sen. Howell Heflin 
(D-Ala.), which offers simi- 
lar protection to research 
facilities Senate consider- 
ation of the House-passed 
version could come as early 
asthis week, Newpher said.

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Veterinarians Uniquely QualifiedTo Former Resident 
Help Farmers Increase Profits 


Veterinarians in food 
animal practice are 
uniquely qualified to “bridge 
the gap between technol- 
ogy and the farm” and in- 
crease the profitability of 
livestock producers, if they 
will hone their skillsin busi- 
ness management and cli- 
ent communication, Gene 
Boomer, D V.M., Bern. 
Kan., told an audience at 
the 129th annual meeting 
of the American Veterinary 
Medical Association 
(AVMA). 

Dr. Boomer called on his 
colleagues to “change the 
image of food animal! veteri- 
nary medicine -- first in the 
mindsof the veterinary pro- 
fession itself, and then in 
the minds of the industnes 
we serve. We need to be able 
to cost justify every medical 
intervention,” he said. “The 
tood anima] industry wants 
ideas, information, and mo- 
tivation in addition to ser- 
vice.” 

Several speakers on the 
AVMA program showed 
how to put Dr. Boomer’s 
ideas into action by helping 
livestock producers solve 
serious problems that cost 
mulhonsof dollars each year: 

* A total approach to 
horn fly control ts neces- 
sary to deal with a persis- 
tent problem that costs 
cattle producers $730 mil- 
lon a year, according to 
John L. Riner, Ph.D., of 
Kansas City, Mo. Dr. Riner 
acknowledged that horn 
flles have developed wide- 
spread resistance to the 
popular pyrethroid-based 
insecticide ear tags. 

“We have developed our 
own problems by relying on 
single control strategies 
Livestock producers should 
be encouraged to take an 
integrated approach to horn 
fly control using insecticide 
ear tags along with oral lar- 
vicides, dust bags, back rub- 
bers, and sprays. It isthe fly 
that we treat but not kill 
that causes our future prob- 
lems,” Dr Riner said. 

* Veterinarians can do 
much more than prescribe 
antibiotics or vaccines to 
control atrophic rhinitis, a 
debilitating disease of. the 
snout common in young 
pigs, according to Monte B. 
McCaw, I) V M., Ph.D., Ra- 
leigh, N.C. “Atrophic 
rhinitis is a multifactorial 
disease complex which sup- 
ports the axiom, ‘Almost all 
pigs are infected, but 
only stressed pigs are dis- 
eased,’ ” he said 

Control of environmen- 
tal or “climatic” influences 
that cause stress are ex- 
tremely important, accord- 
ing to Dr. McCaw. These 
influences include air space, 
ammonia levels, chilling, 
dust, humidity, hydrogen 
sulfide, too many pigs per 
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pen, nutritional problems, 
and various social stresses, 
such as mixing pigs. Veteri- 
narians can help hog pro- 
ducers reduce stresson their 
animals in many ways, in- 
cluding improved facilities 
design and better ventila- 
tion, he said 

* New methods of con- 
trol of mastitis in dairy cows 
that do not use antibiotics 
are producing results “ev- 
ery bit as good as conven- 
tional therapy,” reported 
Keith E. Sterner, DVM, 
Ionia, Mich. Mastitis ts an 
infection of the mammary 
tissue of dairy cows. In its 
subclinical form, it may be 
hardly noticeable, but stil] 
result in significant produc- 
tion loss. Severe clinical 
mastitis can impair the en- 
tire animal, causing fever, 
depression, appetite loss, 


weakness, and sometimes 
death 

To avoid any risk of vio- 
lative residues from antibi- 
otics, Dr. Sterner said clin:- 
cal mastitis can now be 
treated effectively in lactat- 
ing dairy cows by stripping 
-- removing the insulting 
pathogen by frequent milk- 
ing -- and using oxytocin to 
facihtate milk letdown. Af- 
ter milking an infected cow 
five to six times daily, com- 
bines with appropriate sup- 
portive therapy, such as 
aspirin and good hygiene, 
mastitis can be effectively 
controlled without antibiot- 
ics, Dr. Sterner reported 

* New information about 
the causes and treatment of 
early death of young tur- 
keys, a major problem for 
the turkey industry, was 
presented in separate re- 
ports 

Martine Boulianne, 
D.V.M., Davis, Calif., re- 
ported on a study that shows 
about 25 percent of total 
mortality in heavy turkey 
flocks is due to sudden death 
syndrome. These deaths 
appear to be related to a 
genetic disability of the 
heart that is aggravated by 
the stress of growth. Dr. 
Boulianne’s study, con- 
ducted at the University of 
Guelph, Guelph, Ontario, 
Canada, suggested that 
slowing down the growth 
rate during the first eight 
weeks of aturkey’s life may 
significantly reduce inci- 
dence of sudden death syn- 
drome 

In another study, heat 
stress was investigated asa 
partial cause of 30 percent 
mortality in newly hatched 
turkey poults, Eva Wallner- 
Pendleton, D V.M., Lincoln, 
Neb., reported. “Total mor- 
tality, weight gain, feed to 
weight gain ratio, and per- 
cent bone ash was deter- 
mined in birds exposed to 
either 102 or 109 degrees 
Fahrenheit for 30 minutes. 
Significant differences in 
mortality and weight gain 
were seen,” Dr. Wallner- 
Pendleton reported.

Fire Ants Are 
Heading North 


Fire ants have made it 
as far north as Virginia and 
are still on the move. One 
entomologist said he 
thought the tiny insects 
could live as far north as 
Philadelphia, aclimate once 
thought to be too cold for 
fire ant survival. Fire ants 
have been spotted at more 
than three dozen locations 
tn Virginia since 1989 They 
apparently have “hitch 
hiked” aboard landscape 
plants from the South

Born in Cumberland, 
Rodeheaver graduated from 
Northern Garrett Junior- 
Senior High School in Acci- 
dent, and received a BS. in 
agriculture from West Vir- 
gima University. 

Rodeheaver and 14 as- 
sociates, who inspect mili- 
tary rations for the Depart- 
ment of Defense, shared the 


award for the economical 
adaptation of their work to 
the heightened needs of the 
military during the Desert 
Storm Operation. 

Aschief of the Processed 
Products Branch, Fruit and 
Vegetable Division of 
USDA’s Agricultural Mar- 
keting Service in Washing- 
ton, D.C., Rodeheaver was 
leader of the group receiv- 
ing the award 

Rodeheaver was specifi- 
cally honored “For excep- 
tional] management 
achievement enabling the 
Department of Agriculture 
to support a five-fold in- 
crease in military rations 
during Operation Desert 
Storm in the Persian Gulf.” 

Rodeheaver joined AMS 
in 1970 as a commodity 
grader in Winter Haven, 
Fla., and worked in several 
positions in Washington, 
D.C., before promotion to 
hiscurrent position in 1990. 

Addressing all AMS 
award recipients ina Wash-

Farms; Acreage 
Decreases 

The number of farms in 
Maryland in 1992 1s esti 
mated at 15,600, up over 
one percent from the 15,400 
farms in 1991. Total land in 
farms is 2,200,000 acres, 
down two percent from the 
2,250,000 acres in farms last 
year 

The average farm size 
decreased from 146 acres 
per farm a year ago to 141 
acresthis year. The increase 
innumber of farmsin Mary- 
land is due partially to an 
increase in specialty com- 
modity farms and an in- 
crease in the number of 
small “farmettes”. 

The number of farms at 
the U.S. level in 1992 is 
estimated at 2.096 million, 
down less than one percent 
from 1991. Total land in 
farms is 980 million acres, 
down 2.7 million acres from 
last year. The rate of de- 
cline in number of farms 
and land in farm acreage 
slowed while the average 
farm size increased from 
467 acres in 1991 to 468 in 
1992. 

The number of farms in 
the economic sales class be- 
tween $1,000 and $9,999 
increased from 1.003 mil- 
lion in 1991 to 1.006 million 
in 1992.

Western Corn Rootworm 

T have not seen a lot of rout damage from the rootworm 
this year. However, there is always the possibility that they 
were present in small populations which could explode on 
next year’s corn crop. Within the next couple of weeks the 
adult beetle should be hatched. My advise would be for you 
to scout your fields two or three times to see if you can find 
any of the black and yellow beetles. If you don’t find any, you 
can save yourself $12.00 to $14.00 an acre next year. If you 
find an average of one beetle per corn silk, you will need to 
apply a soil insecticide on the field 1f corm will be planted. If 
you have a high population, the best and most economical 
control 1s to rotate to a grass or legume crop

Drownings On The 
Rise; Use Of 
PF DsAdvocated 


The drowning of an 81 
year-old Prince George's 
County man Tuesday in the 
Patuxent River brings the 
total number of drownings 
on Maryland's waters to 28 
so far in 1992, exceeding last 
year's total of 26 drowning- 
related fatalities, according 
toarelease from the Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources 
This drowning brings the 
total number of water related 
fatalities to 37, in compari: 
son to a vearly total of 58 in 
1991 

The Maryland Natural 
Resources Police (NRP) sta- 
tistics show this year’s wa- 
ter-related fatalities to ex- 
hibit decreased boating-re- 
lated incidents, yet an in- 
crease in drownings. Last 
year, there were 26 
drownings and 32 boating 
related fatalities, as com- 
pared with 28 drowningsand 

Qboating-related fatalitiesin 
the first seven months on 
1992 

On Maryland's watersin 
themonthofJuly, there were 
10 drownings and four boat- 
ing-related fatalities, with 
seven of the 14 fatalities be- 
ing children under the age of 
14. This year’s increase in 
drownings, totaling 10 in 
July, reveals 11 of the 37 
water-related deaths have 
been children of an average 
age seven an a half 

Maryland Department of 
Natural Resources Secre- 
tary, Torrey C. Brown, M_D., 
commented, “The Maryland 
Department of Natural Re 
sourcesand the Natural Re 
sources Police are constantly 
working toward making 
Maryland's waters safer 
Programs are being offered 
by the DNRto assist in avoid- 
ing such preventable acci- 
dent’.” 

Monitoring the increased 
number of drownings this 
year, particularly since the 
warm weather set in during 
July, Natural Resources Po- 
lice (NRP) officials are em- 
phasizing the use of PFDs 
and warning boaters and 
swimmers not to use alcohol 
while boating or swimming 

The combination of drown- 
ing and boating accident-re- 
lated deaths highlightsmany 
children are not wearing per- 

sonal flotation devices (PFDs) 
- hfe jackets. While Mary- 
land law does not require

While there a: se much focus mght now on the 
Presidential eletion that. -tll 70-some days away, 
there is another vote that will be taken much sooner 
by a relatively small yroup of people that is of major 
significance to Garrett County 

The emplovec of the Mettuki Coal Company will 
decide on August 28 whether or not they wish to be 
represented by the United Mine Workers of Amenca. 
While some other mines in the area are staffed by 
union workers, Mettiki has remained non-union dunng 
uta 15 years of operation 

Discontent with wage and benefit packages ia 
usually at the heart of management labor disputes, but 
this is apparently not the case with Mettiki. The issues 
of job security, work scheduling, and attitude of their 
supervisors are the major areas of complaint cited by 
the employees. In fact. the wages currently being 
feceived by the Mettiki workers are higher than those 
ef most UMWA miners and about three times those of 
ether comparable jobs in Garrett County. 

There 1s little deubt in our minds that some of the 
concerns raised by the employees are justifiable. It is 
obvious that something drove them to petition the 
National Labor Relations Board for thie election. 

However, we also hope that the majority of them 
vote no on August 28 Our reasoning is that we believe 
that the Mettiki Corporation management has also 
recognized that some of the miners’ concerns are 
legitimate and has taken significant steps to address 
them. Among those steps is the appointment of Charles 
Wesley as the new operations manager at the Mettiki 
mines. We hope the employees give this new 
management an opportunity and enough time to make 
the improvements that are apparently necessary 
- Was it the threat of bringing in the union that 
forced management to make some changes? Quite 
possibly. If so, then the union has indeed made a 
positive difference. But if the Mettiki miners actually 
oin the union. we fear it would he the heginning of a 
papid end of Mettiki Coal Company. 

Will the same problems with management resume 
after the threat of the union 1s gone? We don’t think 
so. While we have never met Mr. Wesley, he comes 
bere with a strong reeord in leadership and 
thanagement. We would be shocked if he would renege 
on agreements that have been reached in the past 
several weeks The miners can petition for another 
yote within one vear anyway. 
= While some may believe this matter involves just a 
few hundred miners and their families, we beg to 
differ. The Mettiki Coal Company pumps over $60 
qnillion into the local economy each year in the form of 
Taxes, wages, and operational and maintenance 


expenses If for some reason that money were suddenly

Habitat Loses A Good Friend

On August 11, 1992, Garrett County Habitat for Hu 
manity lost a good friend -- Charles Jacob “Jake” Powles 
When Habitat was established in Garrett County in 1984, 
the Habitat Board, Sister Cathy Arata, andthe community 
were very enthusiastic about eliminating inadequate and 
unsafe houses from the County. To make this dream a 
possibility required construction skills and expertise as well 
asenergy and spirit. Into the role of construction foreman 
stepped Jake Powles: Jake, whohad had hisownconstruc- 
tion company for 15 years; Jake, who was accustomed to 
working with skilled masons, carpenters, roofers, electri 
clans, plumbers, dry-wall installers. 

It was a whole new ball game for Jake. |le learned to 
work with lively volunteers, men and women, whooffered 
their labor, but who in many cases were less skilled in 
construction. He showed consideration and respect forthe 
families who were laboring on the building of the homes they 
would be buying. Under Jake’s supervision three new 
homeswere built in 1984 and five new homes in 1985, This 
was an amazing beginning for a new unit of Flabitat for 
Humanity. Habitat will always by grateful for the work 
done by Jake Powles and by the many volunteers who have 
worked over the past eight years 

Garrett County Habitat for Humanity is a Christian 
ministry whose purpose isto provide aftordable and decent 
shelter for low income persons. It does this by building up 
and managing aloan fundcreated from gifts. donations, and 
special fund-raisers. This serves asthe monetary source to 
buy materialsto build houses. The labor forthe construction 
of the home 1s done by organizing and sup: rvising volun- 
teers Habitat asks homebuyers tocontribute 300 hours of 
volunteer time before their housecan be started Houses are 
sold to qualified families by making }5te 30 ve ar. no interest 
mortgages from the loan fund. Habitat is a private, tax- 
exempt, nonprofit corporation that accepts ne government 
money. It is affilhated with the Intemational and National

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No More 


Camp Meeting

“Christmas won't be Christmas without any presents,’ 
grumbled Jo, lying on the hearth rug.” 
This opening sentence from Little Women, which I hadn't 


read or thought of for decades, kept running through my 
head earlier in the summer. I couldn't figure out why until 
I drove through Mtn Lake Park on the Fourth of July and 
found the Auditorium, or Tabernacle, closed, with no cars 
around it. Then I remembered that the Mountain Lake Park 
Camp Meeting had been held in late June and over the 
Fourth for more than 50 years. A little more research dated 
its beginning to 1892 - 100 years. Why wasn’t anyone 
making a hig thing of a centennial? 

During the years of World War II when travel was 
difficult there was Camp Meeting People came by train, as 
gasoline was hard to come by, and shared their food ration 
coupons with the proprietors of the hotels or boarding 
houses where they stayed, so why stop now? Granted, motels 
have largely replaced boarding houses and summer hotels, 
but the mountains and climate are still here. 

The Auditorium, replaced after a fire in 1941 and 
recovered after a roof collapse by snow in 1970, has been 
rebuilt and is more comfortable than it used to he when it 
had canvas curtains instead of walls. A 36-room dormitory, 
kitchen, and dining room have been added. It is still 
surrounded by a grove of oaks, where parking and picnicking 
ean be accommodated. So what has happened? Has a 
century-old tradition been dropped? And why? 

Several years ago the Camp Meeting Association, in a 
financial bind, floated a mortgage, but some of the members 
have died and others have been unable to meet payments. So 
it was turned over to the Garrett National Bank in 
September 1991 and is now for sale 

Will the grove and the buildings disappear, as have the 
amphitheatre and most of the hotels?

Is Special Event 
For Local Veteran 


The arrival of the refur- 
bished B24 Liberator “All 
American” and B-17 Flyine 
Fortress “Nine-O-Nine” at 
the Cumberland Airport next 
Monday will be a particular- 
ly special event to at least 
one Garrett County resident 

Irving Day, a resident of 
the Turkeyneck area of Deep 
Creek Lake, is among a 
relatively small group of 
World War II veterans who 
have donated the money 
necessary for the restoration 
of these aircraft, and he is 
Primarily responsible for the 
visit of the bombers to Cum- 
berland 

Day is a member of the 

Lead Crew of the “All Ameri- 
can,” an honorary position 
awarded those who have 
made large donations to the 
Collings Foundation, of 
Stow, Mass., for the restora- 
tion of these aircraft. His 
name and a number of oth- 
ers are listed on the side of 
the "All American.” But he 
was also the member of the 
"real" crew of the U.S. Army 
Air Corps’ "Werewolf/Prin- 
cess O'Rourke,” another B-24 
that was shot down over 
Dummer Lake, Germany. 

“I still have the rip cord 
from when | bailed out of 
the Werewolf that day,” Day 
said. "My German captors 
took it from me twice during 
my captivity, but I was able 
to get it back both times.” 

Day spent 13 months asa 
prisoner of war at Stalag 
Luft 1 until Russian troops 
liberated the camp and the 
thousands of inmates even- 
tually returned home.

A companion B-24, the 
“Brown Noser,” was shot 
down at almost the same 
time, but only the bombar- 
dier of that craft, 2/Lt. Philip 
Wescott, was able to bail out 
in time to survive. Immedi- 
ately after Wescott, Day, and 
the other members of the 
"Werewolf" crew were cap- 
tured, they were loaded into 
trucks, taken to the sites of 
three crashed planes, given 
shovels and stretchers, and 
ordered to exhume the bod- 
ies of the victims from the 
wreckage. Lt. Wescott, it is 
believed, had to assist in the 
recovery of his comrades’ 
bodies, Day said. 





Marsha Swauger 
Grantsville, MD 
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Wescott returned home to 
New York after the war, 
married, and had three chil- 
dren, but died of cirrhosis at 
the age of 43, having never 
been able to accept the fact 
that he survived while the 
other nine members of his 
crew died in the crash at 
Dummer Lake. 

"Phillip never spoke of 
that day and his fine sons 
regret that they were unable 
to share in his grief,” Day 
said.

equally deserving. The 
names are inscribed to ac- 
knowledge donations to the 
restoration project, but all 
who served are represented 
by those named.” 

Day, who was a member 
of the 446th Bomb Group 
and 705th Bomb Squadron, 
added that all members of 
the Army Air Corps were 
volunteers. 

The cost to reconstruct 
the "All American” was over 
$1.3 million, even though 
much of the labor and mate- 
rials were donated. It was 
named after a 461st Bomb 
Group, 15th Air Force plane 
which on a July 25, 1944, 
mission shot down 14 enemy 
fighters. On October 4, 1944, 
the original All-American 
was lost over Yugoslavia, 
however all of the crew sur- 
vived. 

The B-17 “Nine-O-Nine” 
was used by members of the 
91st Bomb Group, 323rd 
Squadron, and flew 140 
missions without having to 
abort and without any loss 
of crew. The plane was first 
assigned to combat duty on 
Feb. 25, 1944, and bv April 
1945, had made 18 trips over 
Berlin, had dropped 562,000 
pounds of bombs, and had 
21 engine changes. 

Built by Douglas Aircraft, 
the bomber has been re- 
stored by Tom Reilly Vintage 
Aircraft in Florida to its 
1944-45 design, complete 
with bombs (empty), guns, 
turrets, and radios. 

Day said that the U.S. 
Navy also made good use of 
the B-24 in long-range and 
anti-submarine service. 

The two bombers are 
expected to arrive at the 
Cumberland Airport late 
Monday afternoon, possibly 
around 4 p.m., from Dayton, 
Ohio. Among the media 
personnel and other civilians 
expected to be on the “All 
American” is none other 
than Day's son, Clark W 
Day, a professional photogra- 
pher who resides both in 
Gaithersburg and at Deep 
Creek Lake. In all probabil- 
ity, the bombers will fly over 
Garrett County sometime 
Monday afternoon enroute 
to Cumberland. 

"My son is hoping to get 
some photographs of Deep 
Creek Lake, so hopefully a 
lot of Garrett County resi- 
dents will get to see the 
bombers flying over the area 
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Monday,” Day said 

The aircraft will be on 
display for the general public 
from Monday to Wednesday 
Hours will be until dark on 
Monday, from 8:30 am. to 
7:30 p.m. Tuesday, and from 
8:30 a.m. until departure at 
2 p.m. Wednesday. The next 
stop will be Frederick. 

Tours will be available 
through both aircraft for a 
donation of $7 for adulta and 
$3 for children. 

Bill Armstrong, Cumber- 
land Airport manager, said 
that additional parking spac- 
es will be made available for 
the event. 

Day noted that, if the 
Garrett County Airport had 
a runway that could accom- 
modate the aircraft, they 





would have landed here 
instead of Cumberland 

“When you stand upon 
the ramp at Cumberland 
Airport and first hear the 
distant sound of those 
mighty engines, then glimpse 
the plane, look at the older 
men around you,” Day said. 
"You may observe that an 
unseen lump in the throat 
has become a visible tear on 
the cheek, as memories flood 
out of control.”

Meinbers of the Garrett 
County Board of Education 
niet recently and approved a 
new policy for the school 
system prohibiting the use of 
tobacco on school grounds 
They also were informed by 
Superintendent of Schools 
Dr. Jerome Ryscavage of the 
most recent budget cuts to 
the system and what pro- 
grams they will affect, and 
they agreed to invite a 
speaker, Molly Kelly, to 
present a program on chasti- 
ty to the county's seventh 
and eighth graders next 
year. 


Tobacco-Free Policy 

The board passed a new 
policy which will prohibit the 
sale and/or use of tobacco 
products in schools - and 
other buildings owned or 
leased by the public school 
system - during the regular 
school day. The policy also 
states that use of tobacco on 
other schoo! grounds will be 
prohibited during the regular 
school day. The policy will go 
into effect on November 1. 

The action on the policy 
followed some discussion 
similar to last month’s con- 
cerning the parameters of

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lose $14,000 of its original 
$45,000. 

"This cut could indeed 
impact what we do with the 
school nurses. We have no 
specifics yet on how the 
program will be affected.” 

The school community 
centers had $18,000 last 
year, and will be cut to 
$6,000 this year. 

“We will not have much 
of a school's community 
program at all with this 
much of a cut,” Rvscavage 
said. The program includes 
after school programs, open 
gyms, community rooms, 
and tutoring. It also involves 
the summer recreation pro- 
grams, but Ryscavage ex- 
plained that this section will 
be funded next summer. 

Finally, the superinten- 
dent told the board members 
that the food service will be 
reduced $16,000. He then 
stated that he feels there is 
no other alternative but to 
increase lunch prices by five 
cents. This would recover 
$11,600 of the $16,000. Cur- 
rently, elementary lunches 
are $1.15; middle schools, 
$1.25; and high schools, 
$1.30. 

Ryscavage's price increase 
suggestion was met with 
protest by Clark and board 
member Mikal Moomau. 
Both members felt that the 
finances of the entire food 
service program should first 
be completely examined 
before tacking on another 
five cents for the public to 
pay. Ryscavage stated that 
the decision would not be an 
easy one, but something they 
must seriously consider. The 
issue will be discussed at the 
September board meeting. 

Speaker Invited 

Molly Kelly, a national 
speaker who discusses the 
topic of chastity, will be 
speaking to the county's 
seventh and eighth graders 
on March 16, 1993. She was 
invited by the school board 
after some discussion and 
following a vote by the 
Health Advisory Committee. 

Clark, who is a member 
of the committee, explained 
to the board that of the 12 
members of the advisory 
committee, six persons voted 
for the acceptance of Kelly 
while the remaining six 
declined to vote. She ex- 
plained that the persons who 
abstained were mainly con- 
cerned that some of Kelly’s 
facts were not accurate, in 
their view. She said that 
they did not vote against 
her, however, for fear they 
would project an image of 
indifference concerning ab- 
stinence. 

"We all feel that absti- 
nence is best, of course,” 
Clark said. "But we just 
weren’t certain that all of 
her facts were accurate and 
correct.” 

Before voting to accept 
Kelly, the board members 
agreed to obtain the permis- 
sion of all students’ parents 
and to invite the parents to 
attend the presentation.

operations at the local mine 
site. Wesley stated in an 
interview that he is in the 
process of “evaluating the 
entire operation, its produc- 
tivity, scheduling, and man- 
agement system.” 

When questioned about 
the job security issue, Wesley 
said, "There are a few hun- 
dred thousand unemployed 
or former UMWA miners 
who believed the LMWA 
could guarantee job security, 
which it can’t. Active 
UMWA memberships were 
at their peak in the 1940s, 
surpassing 550,000 active 
UMWA miners. Since that 
time the Mine Workers have 
lost almost 100,000 mining 
jobs per decade. Today, the 
UMWA only represents less 
than 48,000 miners. That’s 
certainly not guaranteed job 
security.” 

When asked what he 
planned to do to oppose the 
union, he said, “We are con- 
tinuing to provide our em- 
ployees with excellent wages 
and benefits...higher than 
those provided under the 
national UMWA agreement 
We are also telling our em- 
ployees of certain facts about 
the UMWA that the union 
itself is not telling them.” 

He explained that the 
union can levy special fees or 
Assessments at any time, 
that dues may be higher 
than they claim, and that 
bargaining would be con- 
trolled not by Mettiki em- 
ployees, but by UMWA In- 
ternational President Rich 
Trumka in Washington, D.C. 
“That’s how the UMWA is 
set up,” he said. “Trumka 
has the authority to call 
strikes without the authori- 





zation or approval of UMWA 
members and to discipline 
those who don’t participate.” 

He added that the 
UMWA has a long history of 
violence, “which UMWA 
representatives obviously 
play down during organizing 
efforts" 

Wesley said he believes 
the employees will choose to 
reject the UMWA “because 
they realize it's not in their 
best interest,” adding, “Met- 
tiki has a total wage, benefit, 
and bonus plan superior to 
those offered by the various 
UMWA contracts. We ques- 
tion whether our employees 
are willing to place their 
current compensation pack- 
age on the negotiating table.” 

Wesley said that Mettiki’s 
average weekly wage and 
benefits are roughly three 
times as high as the average 
for other construction, man- 
ufacturing, and utility jobs 
available in Garrett County. 

When asked what Mettiki 
Management will do if the 
majority of employees vote 
for the union, he refused to 
say whether or not the local 
mining operation would be 
terminated. He said, "We 
don't think that will happen. 
but Mettiki will recognize its 
legal obligations if it occurs. 
We are concerned about the 
impact unionization would 
have on our ability to be a 
competitive low cost coal 
producer.” 

He said that the current 
coal market is "significantly 
overpraluced” and that the 
industry began 1991 with a 
surplus of over 140 million 
tons of coal. “Under these 
stringent conditions, the 
only mines that are going to 
survive over the next few 
years are the lean ones - 
low-cost, competitive, and 
efficient operations. Third 
parties like the MWA don't 
encourage productivity and 
efficiency,” he said. 

The pro-union advertise- 
ments allege that, if and 
when the threat of a union 
is gone, conditions for em- 
ployees that have been im- 
proved just since the vote 
was announced will deterio- 
rate once again. However, 
some employees in opposi- 
tion to the union are asking 
fellow workers to give the

The affect of the morato- 
rium will be that any person 
desiring to build within the 
sewer service area will not be 
able toconnect tothe system 
unless a previous commit- 
ment has been purchased, 
and will be required to apply 
to the local environmental 
health department to deter- 
mine suitability for on-site 
sewage disposal. The health 
considerations and require- 
ments have become more 
stringent to assure that on- 
site systems do not become a 
problem that will need to be 
addressed by extension of 
public sewer in the future. 

Before permits are issued, 
health authorities must de- 
termine if the site and soil 
conditionsare suitable to in- 
sure proper sewage treat- 
ment. to protect groundwa 
ter, and to prevent runoff 

There are no immediate 
plans to expand the sewer 
system to provide additional 
capacity to lift the morato- 
rium, according to the com- 
mission. 

The system currently con- 
tains a large number of ma- 
jor pumping stations and in 
excess of 65 miles of small- 
diameter, low-pressure sewer 
hnes which himitthe amount 
of sewage that can flow 
through the system to the 
treatment plant. 

The Sanitary Commission

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will seek the direction and 
consensus of the county's

Otitis Externa is “Swimmer's Ear" 
An infection of the ear canal brought on by 
the presence of too much moisture in the external 
ear is commonly referred to as “swimmer's ear." The 
technical or medical name for this condition is otitis 
externa, meaning inflammation of the external ear 


Very often otitis externa results from water 
entering the ear during diving or swimming. Water 
may become trapped in the ear due to the presence 
of excessive ear wax. The moisture softens and 
wears away skin lining the outer canal. This makes 
the canalmore susceptible to infection. Other causes 


excessive cleaning of the ears with cotton swabs. 
The ear canal may itch and become inflamed. Fluid 
may drain from the ear at night and often can be seen 
on pillows the next morning.

Background Scripture: 
2 Timothy 3:10 through 
48. 
Devotional Reading: 

2 Connthians 6:10. 

At first glance, the writer 
of 2 Timothy seems to be 
rather lacking in humility: 
“Now you have observed my 
teaching, my conduct, my 
aim in life, my faith, my pa- 
tence, my love, my stead- 
fastness, my persecutions, 
my sufferings, what befell 
me at Antioch, at Iconium, 
und atLystra...yet fromthem 
all the Lord rescued me” (2 
Tim 3:10). Andonce again: “1 
have fought the good fight, I 
have finished the race, I have 
kept the faith. Henceforth 
there is laid up for me the 
crown of righteousness...” 
(4:7-8). 

Those two passages are 
filled with a lot of “my's” and 
“T's,” and the tone seems 
rather self-congratulatory. I 
would feel rather embar- 
rassed to say to someone, 
“Louk what I have accum- 
phshed and try to be like 
me.” Yet, the more I have 
pondered these words, the 
more I have realized that the 
writer of this epistle is not on 
an ego trip. He believes that 
he had fulfilledthetasks that 
God gavetohim and he takes 
great satisfaction in that 
knowledge. “Great satisfac- 
tion,” but not pride. He is not 
so much pointing at himself 
as through himself He 
knows his example is good 
because he emulated Jesus 
Christ. It is Chnst whom he 
is exalting, not himself 
SATISFACTION, NOT 

PRIDE 
Whatthe wnterof 2Timo- 
thy is feeling 1s satisfaction, 


not pride. Inhisletter he haa 
given all the praise and 
thanks to God for what has 
been happening through 
him. He issatisfied in feeling 
that he has accomplished 
what God expected of him. 
He faces the possibility of 
death with the sense of not 
having left anything undone. 
That he could say, “I have 
fought the good fight,” was 
because Christ helped him 
to fight it. That he could say, 
“I have finished the race,” 
was an acknowledgement 
that Christ helped him doso. 
Nor was this any less true in 
his claim to have “kept the 
faith.” Yes, he has done all of 
thesethings...but by the help 
of God! And his assurance 
that “Henceforth there islaid 
up for me the crown of ngh- 
teousness, which the Lord, 
the righteous judge will 
award to me on that day...,” 
is dependent, not upon his 
merit, but Christ's faithful- 
ness.

Every once in a while I get 
aletter asking me to fill outa 
form giving biographical in- 
formation. I am asked to list 
my degrees of higher educa- 
tion, honors, prizes, awards, 
and special recognitions. Of 
course, the more one fills in 
on these lines, the more im- 
pressive the biography. But 
itoccurstomethat, although 
it is of some satisfaction to 
list these items, none otthem 
are even half so satisfying as 
the wnter of 2 Timothy must 
have felt when he could 
wnte: “Ihave fought the good 
fight, Ihave finished the race, 
I have kept the faith.” 
Desirable as our lifetime 
trophies may be, they are not 
everlasting satisfactions. 
These are things that, like 
material possessions, wecan- 
not take with us. They have 
been bestowed upon us by 
the world and are of impor- 
tance only in this world. The 
only lasting satisfaction we 
can enjoy in both worlds is 
the knowledge that we have 
fulfilled the purpose for 
which God created us.

problems, but he had vision 
He was a man of, in my opin- 


ton, the wrong kind of vision 
he was talking about paving 
Alaska — but he had vision * 
When “Northern Exposure” 
first premiered in 1990 asa 
limited-run summer series, 
few expected it to last But 
Corbin was optimistic 
“L always assume I'm on a 
hit.” he says. “I wouldn't do a 
show that I didn't think was 
good, because it’s dangerous 
The main thing that we have is 
Our taste. and if we go against 
our taste, then we re commit- 
ting artistic suicide 
“I'll do movies or movies of 
the week that I don’t think are 
that good,” he adds. “But I'm 
very careful about not doing a 
regular part in a series that’s 
not that good You don't want 
to be stuck in something that 
you hate. A lot of times people 
go. ‘Well, I had no choice.’ But 
you always have a choice ” 
It's not always an easy 
choice. though. “If I was inter- 
ested in making money it 
happens that | am making 
money, and it happens that 
I've made a living in this busi- 
ness for a long time — but if I 
was interested in just money, 
this is the last thing in the 
world that I'd choose to do,” 
says Corbin. “Because there's 
absolute certainty that you're 
going to go through periods of 
time where you make abso- 
lutely no money ” 
And needing money 1s rarely 
a good reason for taking an 
acting job. “If you've got bad 
writing, you're not going to 
save it,” Corbin says. “I've 
tried to do that too much. Me- 
diocre writing. you might be 
able to make look better than 
it is. But if it stinks, it’s going 
to stink no matter what. And 
it’s going to take you down 
with it.”

OSHA reform legislation 
introduced by Rep Wilham 
Ford (D-Mich ).

“IFELR 3160 1s enacted, 
Title I of the bill would re- 
quire the farm business to 
have three separately writ- 
ten safety and health pro- 
grams,” Rahjes said. “Un- 
less the farmer can afford to 
become an OSHA regula- 
tions specialist, he will have 
to hire consultants to pre- 
pare a plan that will have to 
be tailored specifically (and 
expensively) to each ‘work- 
site.” 

Rahjes said such a plan 
“must take into account pro- 
tection of the seasonal em- 
ployees or a farm labor 
contractor's employees, 
even if the farm employer 
does not know the employ- 
ees. This cost will then be 
compounded by training the 
regular employees plus the 
field labor employees at the 
full wage expense of the 
farm employer ” 

He pointed out that the 
farm employer also will have 
to establish a safety and 
health committee and to 
provide for election of em- 
ployee safety and health 
representatives Payment 
would be required for ¢m- 
ployee attendance at com- 
mittee meetings 


“Under Title III of the 
bill, the farm labor employer 
will become hable under the 
general duty clause not only 
to his own regular employ- 
ees, but also to the field la- 
bor employees and the em- 
ployees of any contractors 
who do work on the farm,” 
he said. “Under the law. the 
farm employer can be held 
hable for violations affect- 
ing those other workers 
even if they are not directly

Heifer Project Is Working 


For Garrett County Families 


The Hershbergers, 
Jerry, Mary Jo, and sons, 
Aaron and Jarrett, live in 
Grantsville. Last October 
they received a bred French 
Alpine goat through the 
Heifer Project Interna- 
tional 

Since its inception 50 
years ago, the Heifer Project 
has provided animals to 
needy families throughout 
the world. Last fall, through 
a partnership with the 
Maryland Food Committee, 
the project made its way to 
Garrett County. 

The project allows ap- 
proved families to receive a 
pregnant farm animal 
which will, after the off- 
spring is born, provide its 
owners with milk. In the 
case of rabbits, meat is 
raised. With chickens, eggs 
and meat contribute to bet- 
ter nutrition. Other than 
properly caring for the ani- 
mal, the family is obligated 
to pass on the first female 
offspring to another quali- 
fying family. Thus, the gift 
keeps giving. 

The Garrett County 
project began with four heif- 
ers, four goats and six fami- 
lies. Seven of the animals 
were impregnated, or 
thought to be, while the 
eighth, a goat was provided 
additional stud service as 
required. 

The Hershbergers lov- 
ingly tended their female 
goat, or doe, all winter, but 
in February, there was no 
sign of a “kid on the way.” 
“We attended the Garrett 
County Heifer Project In- 
ternational (HPI) meeting 
that month concerned, 
knowing we couldn't keep 
her indefinitely with no milk 
in sight,” Mary Jo 


Hershberger said. 

Six weeks later at noon- 
time, Millie, the doe, went 
into labor. “Since Jarrett, a 
fourth grade student at Zion 
Academy, had been Millie’s 
main care-giver, we quickly 


sent for him,” Mrs 
Hershberger reported 

Jarrett returned with hia 
brother, Aaron, and his en- 
tire class to observe. Millie 
had triplets! What excite- 
ment (and embarrassment). 
Millie and the kids are do- 
ing great, and she is giving 
us five to six quarts of milk 
daily. 

A revolving loan fund 
helped the HPI participants 
with start-up costs, until the 
animals began paying for 
their keep with milk -- as 
much as four gallons a day 
from each heifer, 1% gal- 
lons from the goats. 

“Does it help? Oh my,” 
said Mrs. Hershberger, 
whose family makes ends 
meet by taking boarders 
from nearby colleges. 
“When the students were 
here, we were going through 
a gallon a day -- that’s $2 on 
a good day. So say, $60 to 
$70 a month. The cost of 
keeping Millie is far less, 
about $15.” 

“Obviously, knowledge 
of livestock was not the cri- 
teria by which we were se- 
lected toreceive Millie. Only 
the need and the willing- 
ness to work and learn with 
others made us eligible. Six 
Garrett County families re- 
ceived bred heifers or dairy 
goats last fall, and are pre- 
paring to pass on their 
‘gifts’," Mrs. Hershberger 
added. 

The Hershbergers, like 
the other families in 
Maryland's Heifer Project, 
may not seem needy by ur- 
ban standards. The fami- 
lies live in well-kept houses 
with enough land for live- 
stock. But their apparent 
comfort is deceptive, made 
possible only by the area's 
low cost of living. Money is 
tight, and each family needs 
every penny it can squeeze 
from its food budget. 

The chosen families also 
have aknack for innovatior. 
and entrepreneurship.

Mary 
Jo Hershberger, who had 
no experience with farm 
animals before the Heifer 
Project, 13 teaching herself. 
how to make cheese. She 
also worked out a barter 
system for hay. 

“It's not the kind of thing 
that will make or break a 
family,” said Mark 
Lancaster, who oversees the 
project for the Maryland 
Food Committee. “But it's 
the extra boost that will help 
them get started.” 

Heifer Project Interna- 
tional began during the 
Spanish Civil War through 
the efforts of Dan West, an 
Indiana farmer who gave 
powdered milk to women 
and infants as part of the 
rehef program. The effort 
seemed short-sighted to 
West, however, for it per-

petuated dependence. 

West decided that a 
heifer was a gift that would 
keep on giving. Once bred, 
it would produce milk for a 
family while producing 
more calves. The family 
then would give a female 
calf back to the program 
“Passing on the gift,” is 
Heifer Project policy. 

In 1942, a friend of 
West's donated the first 
heifer to a family, while a 
committee fromthe Church 
of the Brethren created the 
full-scale program. Two 
years later, the project be- 
gan formally with the ship- 
ment of 18 heifers to Puerto 
Rico. 

Since then, more than 
one million families in 110 
countries have received 
livestock through the Heifer 
Project. Some of the ani- 
mals were shippedoverseas 
through Baltimore's harbor. 
Arkansas farmers were 
among the first United 
States recipients, soon fol- 
lowed by Kentucky and Ten- 
nessee. 

In Garrett County, com- 
mitted professionals from 
Heifer Project Interna- 
tional, the Maryland Food 
Committee, Community 
Action, County Extension 
Service, as well as local vet- 
erinarians, have freely 
given their time to make 
the Garrett County Heifer 
Project successful. Volun- 
teer Jack Teats, leader of. 
the Friendsville 4-H Club 
(Yough Valley Indians) and 
familar with the dairy goat 
project, was tapped to serve 
on the Heifer Project's 
board. 

Garrett County Exten- 
sion Agent Irmgard 
Koscielniak says the project 
has received extensive sup- 
port from local veterinar- 
tans.

the next generation of ani- 
mals. (The waiting list is up 
to 20 families.) They use 
their combined buying 
power to purchase feed in 
bulk at a lower price. 

“It is this commitment 
that has made the Garrett 
County Heifer Project suc- 
cessful. The families have 
diligently worked together 
solving problems and shar- 
ing information,” Mrs. 
Hershberger says, 

The peercouncil has also 
handled unexpected prob- 
lems. The Smearmans’ 
heifer, for example, could 
not be bred because of a 
heart murmur. Charlotte 
and her husband, David, 
sold the cow at auction and 
bought a Guernsey 

But they were out the 
money they had spent on 
feed for the first heifer Nei- 
ther the Heifer Project nor 
the Maryland Food Com- 
mittee had discretionary 
funds to cover those costs.

The Potomac Edison Company filed an application 
together with revised rate schedules, requesting authority to increase its 
rates for electric service to produce additional gross annual revenues of 
$22.960.000. an increase of 7.5 percent. to become effective with service 
rendered on or after August 28, 1992

Postal Tips For Rural Rt. Customers 


Postal regulations require customers to provide and 
erect at their own expense rural mail boxes which meet 
official standards 

With annual route inspections due for completion inthe 
months of August and September, the Rural carriers E] 
Workteam offers the following hints: 

1 Numbers must be on the side of the box asthecarrier 
approaches (no less than 1 inch high), oron the door if boxes 
are grouped. 

2. Boxes need to be firmly affixed to the support post. 

3. All parts of the box must properly work; flag, door. etc 
4. Approach to your box should be filled and properly 
graded and kept unobstructed at alltimes This will permit 
the carrier to deposit and collect mail without leaving the 
vehicle. Weeds should be cut, snow should be removed, trash 
should be placed away from box, etc. 
5. Any questions should be discussed with the carner or 
the pustmaste:.

Governor Says Budget Deficit At 
$500 Million; Deeper Cuts Ahead 


In an address to the 42nd 
annual MACo convention 
held this past weekend, 
Maryland Governor William 
Donald Schaefer told county 
officials that Maryland might 
well be facing as much as a 
$500 million budget deficit - 
twice the amount predicted 
earlier in the year. The lat- 
est budget shortfall predic- 
tion by the governor is the 
latest in a series of deficits 
for the state that has result- 
ed in approximately $11 
billion in budget trimming 
over the past two years. 

Schaefer reportedly told 
the group in Ocean City that 
his plan ‘scheduled to be 
finalized by mid-September 
and in effect by October 1 
would likely include numer- 
ous cuts to all levels of edu- 
cation and even more reduc- 
tions in state aid to the local 
Jurisdictions. According to 
reports, the governor blamed 
the latest deficit on the poor 

economy 

Some state legislators, 


. however, feel that the $500 


million figure represents 
only a "worst-case scenario,” 
and reportedly believe the 
deficit is closer to half that 
amount. 

District 1-A Delegate 
George C. Edwards, for in- 
stance. stated that he thinks 
the figure is "more like half” 
that amount and, once 
again, has said that if the 
legislature would have done 


more to downsize state gov- 
ernment during the last 
regular session of the Gener- 
al Assembly, the state would 
probabiy not pe facing such 
a huge deficit. 

‘I thought the revenue 
projections made during the 
session were optimistic, and 
that’s proving out,” he said, 
adding that it would have 
been an easier task to cut 
spending while the legisla- 
tors were all assembled. 

"We should've bit the 
bullet more.” he continued, 
and said that he wasn't sure 
if a special session would 
have to be held ‘which 
would cost the taxpayers 
more money: in order to 
approve spending cuts that 
cannot be authorized by the 
governor alone 

Edwards then stated that 
he would be able to provide 
more information after Sep- 

tember 8 when he will meet 
with the Appropriations 
Committee. 

Garrett County Commis 
sioner John Braskey having 
attended the MACo confer- 
ence) also commented on the 
governor’s announcement, 
stating. “We have to be pre- 
pared for the worst here 
Education will be hit hard 
again, and health, and there 
is the possibility that whole

One of the major topics of the presidential cam- 
paign, and certainly one of the most significant con- 
cerns of million- of Americans, is the soaring cost of 
health care and health insurance in our nation. Both 
have simply become unaffordable for a large segment

A popular suuwestion for “fixing” this situation is to 
implement a national health care system, whereby free 
health care would be guaranteed to each and every 
citizen and the government would pick up the tab 
Such a aystem is in use mght now in Canada and 
England, for example 

As wonderful as it may sound, there are many 
serious problems associated with blanket national 
health care, as things are far from rosy in Canada and 
England 

Many people seem to forget that the primary 
funding source for government is taxes and, one way or 
another, health care that is subsidized by government 
3s going to be paid for by the taxpayers. The average 

= Canadian ts currently paying 46 percent of his income 
in taxes, compared to around 30 percent for a US. 

= worker, and health-care spending in Canada is growing 

= faster than inflation, faster than its population, and 

- faster than the country’s gross national product, 

: according to a physician who used to practice in 
Canada. 

Because medical care is free, Canadians visit phy- 

sicians’ offices almost twice as often as Americans, 
. which is obviously dmving the coset, and taxes, higher. 
= In order to cut costs, hospitals are closing beds and are 
unable to purchase and maintain the more sophist- 
“cated equipment. Thus, while the care may be free to 
the patient, he may have to wait many months, and 
often years, to have certain tests and surgical 
procedures. Sometimes the delay is fatal. 

The incentive for hospitals to provide top quality 
care is being destroyed. Physicians are demoralized and 
leaving because of the lack of equipment and the fact 
that their patients must wait so long for what should 
he routine tests and treatment.

Both govern- 
ment line workers and the 
public they meet will suffer 

I think it istime for voters 
topressure politicianstocut 
waste instead of cutting 
services. Most government 
waste is in the supervisory 
echelons. There are too 
many supervisors making 
toomuch money fortoo little 
personal accountability 

It is time for all the good, 
fine people in positions of 
influence to forget their 
personal friends and the 
family members of other 
influential people for whom 
they have acted as employ- 
ment procurers. It is time 
for these good people to use 
alittle bit of sense and make 
cuts where they will produce 
some real savings. 

There are 12 positions at 
the Board of Education that 
would be consolidated into 
six or fewer positions in 
private industry. The 
savings here would be 
$330,000 in salaries plus 15 

ercent or $50,000 in 

enefits saved each year 
This is just the Head- 
quarters group. There are 
several administrative cuts 
that could be made in the 
schools as well.

Willard Hawkins ran the 
school system here out of 
tworooms at the courthouse 
and the trunk of his car, 
and the public was more 
satisfied with it. Retiring 
six $55,000 a year bureau- 
crats and consolidating 
theirjobs with otherexist.ng 
jobs without increasing 
compensation saves the 
county about $400,000 a 
yearcounting benefits. They 
will have to lay off 20 line 
Personnel to approach that 
savings. Which doves the 
most good for the most 
voters? 

A final note. Any 
bureaucrat who threatens 
to quit should be asked for 
his or her resienation on 
the spot.

PSI Ordered For 
Oakland Man In

A pre-sentence investiga- 
tion was ordered for an 
Oakland man found guilty of 
a fourth-degree sex offense 
and battery by Judge Jack R

last week. 

Sherwood S. Solomon, 41, 
Oakland, was found guilty 
on both those counts.

ARE YOU A MODEL. 
CHRISTIAN? 
August 30, 1992 


Background Scripture: 
Titus 2:7,8, 11-14, 3:1-8. 
Devotional Reading: 
James 2:22-26 
I have read somewhere 
that Ghandi at one time in 
hislife was very enamored of 
Jesus Christ and might have 
become a Christian if it had 
not been hisobservation that 
few Chnstians tned to emu- 
late their Lord. What be re- 
jected was not Christian 
teachings, but Chnstian--or 
perhaps more accurately: 
unchristian--behavior. He 
deeply respected Jesus 
Christ, but not many oftthose 
who claimed to be Christ's 
followers 
Think about the Chris- 
tians who have been influen- 
tial in your life’ Which of 
these have seemed to make 
Christ come alive in their 
lives? Which of these have 
set an example for us to fol- 
low? Most of us can remem- 
Ler several people who have 
in some way for us incar- 
nated Christ in some tan- 
gible way. Without sume ex- 
amples or models, none ofius 
would likely be inthe church 
today. For, although the gos- 
pel of Jesus Chnst dealswith 
ideas, it is the manifestation 
of those ideas in daily living 
that wins people to him. 
NOT AN ELECTIVE 
Few of us are enthusiastic 
about being examples or 
models for other Christians. 
While we acknowledge that 
exemplary lives are neces- 
sary, most of us wouldyust as 
soon leave that to someone 
else. But we cannot: Chris- 
tian witness is not an elec- 
tive, but a prerequisite for

anyone who would be a fol- 
lower of Chnat. So, when 
Paul saya to Titus, “Show 
yourself in all respects a 
model of good deeds. and in 
your teaching show integ- 
rity, gravity and sound 
speech that cannot be cen- 
sured...,” he is speaking to 
us, too. 

Think for amoment: who 
are some of the people who 
might possibly be influenced 
for or against Christianity 
by the example you give? 
What kind of role model do 
you present to your family, 
your neighbors, your fellow 
workers? If someone else's 
Chnatianity dependedupon 
the example of Chnst that 
you manifest in your life, 
what kind of model are you 
presenting? 

1 said, “If someone else’s 
Christianity depended 
upon” you, but there is no 
“if’ about it. A day never 
goes by that someone doesn’t 
mark our behavior, our atti- 
tude, our way of life. We 
may not be aware that they 
are watching, but they are. 
The only way you can es- 
cape from influencing oth- 
ers, either for or against 
Chnastianity is tocompletely 
hide your Christian disciple- 
ship, perhaps even to deny 
that you are a follower of 
Chnet And obviously, that 
is something we cannot do - 
- for our own sake, as well as 
for others. 

GRACE & DEEDS 

Tobe sure, Paul saysthat 
we are not saved by the ex- 
ample we give: “He saved 
us, not because of deeds done 
by us in righteousness, but 
in virtue of his own mercy, 
by the washing ofiregenera- 
tion and renewal in the Holy 
Spirit” (3:3-7). Serving as 
good modelsof Christian liv- 
ing does not save us, but 
neither can we be saved if 
we fail to fulfill our tasks to 
let others see Christ through 
us. If we are saved by God's 
grace, we mustlet that grace 
shine forth in our lives.

Those who at- 
tend the screenings — usually 
fewer than 100 people per cat- 
egory — then vote 

“Maybe that could lend 
some explanation to Rose- 
anne's exclusion.” says Miller 
“It seems like a process that 
might allow some things to fall 
through the cracks.” 

When we spoke to him, 
Miller's plans for the telecast 
weren't quite formed. “I'll 
comment on my cancellation 
upfront | a couple of jokes 
about that.” he says.

But he promises that he 
won't shoo any winner off the 
Stage — even if one of them in- 
sists on thanking every mem- 
ber of his first-grade class.

Every Saturday afternoon 
through Nov 14. ABC plans to

their local ABC affiliate 
So, this Saturday, when fans 
in much of the nation will be 
able to watch coach Lou Holtz 
lead Notre Dame against host 
Northwestern free of charge 
on their local ABC channel.

“If you take a person who 
appears to be one way. and you 
cast him oppositely, then you 
can get interesting results,” 
Shipp says “I find villains eas- 
ier to play. because they re 
more active.”

Yet millions ot children start the school day 
with enipty stomachs. The solution could 
be a simple one--the national School 
Breakfast Program 

Breaktast boosters nationwide are working 
hard to increase awareness of school 
breaktast. “This program is a readily available 
resource thats greatly underutilized.” says 
Dons Derehan. 41S. R.D., nationally 
recognized school breaktast advocate and 
President ot Health Professions Training. a 
company that develops nutrition education 
programs, 

The United States ts the only major 
industrialized nation—as compared to 
France. Germany and Japan. tor example— 
that does not otter breakfast m every school 
ay a regular part of the school day “It 1s 
evident trom 4 vanety of studies that 
children who eat breakfast pertorm better 
in school.” savs Derelian. 

Despite this research, the number of 

chool breakfasts served. when compared to 
school lunches, ts extremely low 

According to the American School Food 
Service Association (ASFS A), 42.000 
schools currently provide 4.3 million 
children with a moming meal That's a tar 
ery from the 91.000 schools that provide 
24.5 million children with lunch 

The good news 1s that school breaktast 
Participation has steadily increased over the 
Past few years. One reason ts the effort some 
school food service directors are putting into 
making breaktast menus more appealing. A 
brown-bag breakfast featuring a treshly baked 
muftin. a piece of fruit and milk 1s one 
school’s appealing answer to scheduling 
problems. Popular “kid toods” like breakfast 
tacos and burritos, cinnamon rolls. pancakes 
and watfles, and breaktast pizza are just a tew 
ot the newer menu items 

Breaktast program participation 1s expected 
to continue to grow as parents. teachers. 
health protessionals, community and business 

leaders become more involved 

“Our organization's goal 1s to bring 
breaktast into every school that serves lunch,” 
says Mary Ann Krickus. director of ASESA’s 
School Food Service Foundation. “We are 
Moving toward “universal school meals.” a 
term meant to include both breakfast and 
lunch and to remove the stigma that school 
Meals are only for disady antaged children” 

School breakfast advocates agree that. in 
part. this myth has dissuaded many children 
and parents of all income levels trom 
Participating ina school breakfast program or 
Tequesting that one be created in their school 
district, Other barmiers include reluctance on 
the part of school administrators who cite a

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lack of cooking facilities, inadequate 
Staffing or scheduling problems as reasons 
noi to offer breakfast. 

Yet for some children, school breakfast, in 
addition to assisting leaming. could also 
play a mayor role in reducing a growing 
national problem-—hunger In March 1991, 
results of a ground breaking study by the 
Food Research and Action Center (FRAC) 
revealed that 5.4 million children in 
America under the age of 12 are hung 
That's one out of every eight children. 

FRAC ts 4 non-profit organization working 
In partnership with both national and local 
groups to end hunger tn the United States. 

‘Our survey respondents said their primary 
reason for not eating breaktast was that their 
schools did not otter a breaktast program,” 
says Michele Tingling-Clenimons, 
coordinator of FRAC’s National Schoo! 
Breakfast Expansion Campaign. Tmgling- 
Clemmons went on to explain that despite 
recent INC fedses IN participation, “fewer than 

of the schools that offer lunch 
nationwide currently offer breakfast.” 

But low income students aren’t the only 
ones who may be missing breaktast. 
Families of the “90s are ditterent from 
those of the “SQs. and mom isn’t always in 
the kitchen when its breakfast time. The 
latest demographics report that 93% of 
households in America with school-age 
children have either a single working 
parent or both parents working. 


Time and energy. then, become problems in 


Preparing breakfast. And still, there are those 
children who are just not hungry first thing in 
the momuing. or preter to sleep until the last 
Minute. “School breaktast is an easy solution 
to the many reasons why children are not 
eating breaktast.” says Marianne Neifert, 
MD Popularly referred to as “Dr. Mom.”

Governor William Donald 
Schaefer has announced that 
up to $200,000 is available 
tor 1992 in matching grants 
under the state's Housing 
evelopment Agsistance Pro- 
gram (HODAP) administered 
vy Maryland's Department 
of Housing and Community 
Development through the 
Community Assistance Ad- 
ministration. 

‘The HODAP program 
helps local nonprofithousmg 
igencies address the hous- 
ing needsof Maryland’slow- 
mcome families by providing 
pre-construction funding for 
start-up development,” said 
Governor Schaefer. “This 
program fills a real need by 
helping toprovide some fami- 


hes with much needed afford 
able housing ” 

The HODAP program, 
established in 1986 by the 
General Assembly, supplies 
funds tohelp pay for specific 
administrative pre-construc- 
tion expenses associated with 
the development or rehabili- 
tation of low-income housing 
prujects. FLODAP funds may 
be used for planning and pre- 
construction expenses, such 
as architectural design, site 
planning and engineering 
studiesor surveys. Fundscan 
also be used to hire consult- 
ants and train staff. 

Only non-profit housing 
corporations are eligible to 
apply, with the maximum 
grant being $20,000. Prior- 
ity 18 given to projects serv- 
ing the largest number of 
low-income people. Grants are 
awarded on a competitive 
basis and run for twelve 
months. HODAPfunds must

As Olson pointed out, 
milk is “the only food prod- 
uct that requires producers 
to be licensed before they 
can sell it.” In addition to 
present regulation, the 
dairy industry has insti- 
tuted voluntary programs 
to assure the purity of m Ik, 
and most milk plants pay 
quality premiums to produc- 
ers whose herds require less 
treatment of mastitis Also 
in place is an on-farm qual- 
ity assurance program, 
which instructs producers 
and veterinarians on the 
proper use of animal drugs 
and herd health manage- 
ment 

The industry also sup- 
ported provisions requiring 
the testing of each tanker 
load of milk for penicillin 
and other residues the FDA 
considers a human health 


risk. 
Rep. Steve Gunderson 


(R-Wis.), testifying at the 
hearing, praised the 
induatry’s efforts to improve 
herd health, reduce the 
need for medications and 
further ensure dairy prod- 
uct safety. “It would be ex 
tremely unfortunate if con- 
sumers are led to believe 
that milk products are 
tainted,” he said 

The second report called 
on FDA to halt sales of milk 
and beef from research ani- 
mals receiving the bovine 
somatotropim (BST) or bo- 
vine growth hormone 

According to Olson, that 
study relied on diluted logic 
to urge FDA to withhold 
commercial approval of BST 
because of increased con- 
cerns about “indirect” 
health effects on humans 
The report raises “no new 
concernaor presents nonew 
information about the prod- 
uct,” but rather attempts to 
use food safety fears to fur- 
ther delay the approval pro- 
cess, he said 

FDA is the only organi- 
zation with al] of the re- 
search information on BST, 
and the agency since 1986 
has been evaluating the 
product’s effectiveness and 
determine whether it poses 
any health impacts on 
treated animals, according 
to Olson 

“In the areas of human 
food safety. animal safety 
and drug effectiveness, the 
study found that FDA's re 
view had met all established 
guidelines and that BST it- 
self posed no human health 
threat,” Olson said. “The 
report, however, raised

The CIBA GEIGY Corporation, the pnmary manufac 
turer of Atrazine, has proposed several voluntary label 
changesfor products containing Atrazine. EPA has accepted 
most of the proposed changes. Some of the new label changes 
will include: 

* Ifthe land ishighly erodible, a 66-foot setback or buffer, 
from runoff entry points must be seeded with grass or other 
suitable cover crop. 

* No ground or aerial application within 200 feet around 
natural or impounded lakes or reservoirs. 

* Amaximum application of 2.5 pounds active ingredient 
per acre per year. 

* No more than two pounds active ingredient at anyone 
application based on tillage practices, field residue and soil 
erodibility. 

These changes were made in an effort to further reduce 
the possiblecontaminaticn by Atrazine of surface and ground- 
water

FB Asks For 
Quick Action 
On Ethanol 


The American Farm 
Bureau Federation has 
again urged the Bush ad- 
ministration to take imme- 
diate action to include etha- 
nol in the Environmental 
Protection Agency's refor- 
mulated gasoline program. 

“Farmers and ranchers 
expect the administration 
to recognize ethanol’s abil- 
ity to reduce air pollution, 
strengthen the agricultural 
economy and decrease U.S. 
dependence on foreign oil,” 
said AFBF President Dean 
Kleckner ina telegram sent 
last week to the adminis- 
tration. “Options being con- 
sidered to replace ethanol 
inthe reformulated gas pro- 
gram should be rejected be- 
cause they will impede the 
growth of demand for etha- 
nol.” 

There was speculation 
late last week that an an- 
nouncement on ethanol by 
the administration was im- 
minent. News reports said 
President Bush would an- 
nounce a package of etha- 
nol tax incentives and re- 
search programs during a 
campaign stop at the Illi- 
nois State Fair. 

EPA officials, however, 
said a final decision on the 
reformulated gasoline pro- 
gram is not expected until 
later this year. Further 
clouding the issue was a 
statement by EPA Admin- 
istrator William Reilly to 
reporters during the Repub- 
lican convention in Hous- 
ton that the Bush adminis- 
tration is committed to ex- 
panding use of ethanol, “but 
we don't need to relax the 
Clean Air Act to do that.” 

Farm Bureau and other 
agricultural groups have 
strongly supported giving 
ethanol a more prominent 
role in the reformulated 
gasoline program. The pro- 
gram is aimed at encourag- 
ing the use of cleaner burmm- 
ing fuels and is to begin in 
1995 in at least nine major 
US. cities with the worst 
ozone problems. 

Drivers in those cities 
would be required to use 
reformulated gasoline, 
which contains a minimum 
of two percent oxygen 

Kleckner pointed out 
that it was Congress’ in- 
tent, when it passed the 
Clean Air Act in 1990, to 
promote the use of ethanol 

Under ita guidelines for 
the reformulated gasoline 


program, however, the EPA 
severely limited the use of 
ethanol in reformulated 
gasoline and failed to prop- 
erly credit ethanol for all its 
environmental benefits. 
Agricultural groupsandleg- 
islators have been pressing 
EPA to change those guide- 
lines and include ethanol 
when it writes the rule to 
implement the program. 
The EPA’s rule-making 
process included a public 
comment period, which 
ended August 14. The 
agency received “several 
hundred” letters, EPA 
spokesman Mike Scott esti- 
mated He said that is a 
high amount compared to 
what is received during 
most comment periods, in- 
dicating a great interest in 
the issue.

“Local peaches are one 
of the real] joys of Maryland 
and this year’s extended 
season gives all Maryland- 
ers a chance to savor this 
delicacy,” said Maryland 
Governor William Donald 
Schaefer. 

Estimates of the crop’s 
size prepared by the Mary- 
land Agricultural Statistics 
Service peg this year’s 
Maryland production at 12 
million pounds. 

The best places to find 
Maryland-grown peaches 
are at orchards which sell 
directly to customers, road- 
side stands and farmers’ 
markets. Peaches can be 
enjoyed fresh and freeze 
very well with a minimum 
of preparation.

Westvaco Corporation
